NEWS IN BRIEF. 


——Colder, partly cloudy weather, and 
variable winds for this region today. 


——The Rey. George Granville Bradley 
has been installed Dean of Westminster, tice 
Dean Stani!ey, deceased. 


——There were coined during the month of 
October 645,500 eagles; 755,000 half-eagies; 

*.390,000 silver dollars, and 4,350,000° cent 
pieces, 


——Nehemiah Perry, formerly member of 
Congress.from the Newark (N. J. ) District, 
and his wife died yesterday from pneumonia. 
Col. Robert B. Coleman, a well-known hotel- 
man of Baltimore, died yesterday. 


——The Rey. Dr. Cortland Whitehead, of 
South Bethlehem, Pa., has accepted the 
Bishopric of the Episcopal Diocese of Pitts- 
burg. It is proposed to erect a Protestant 
Episcopal Cathedral at Albany, N. Y., at an 
early date. 


—— Postinaster-General James continues 
his investigation into the star-route rascali- 
ties with good results. He reduced two 
Montana mail routes yesterday to the orig- 
inal contract price, thus saving the taxpay- 
ers $17,906 annually. 


——The hinge works and carpenter shop of 
Oliver Bros. & Phillips’ Allegheny Mill at 
Pittsburg, Pa., were destroyed by fire last 
evening. The loss is variously estimated at 
between $40,000 and $50,000. The insurance 
is estimated at $25,000. 


——England was visited by a severe snow- 
storm yesterday, which was accompanied by 
a rather brisk gale. In some of the midland 
counties the snow fell to a depth of two feet. 
England ha8 fared rather badly in the mai- 
ter of weather during the year. 


——The trade in Confederate bonds in 
some of the Pennsylvania and Virginia cities 
continues to be rather~ brisk. The price 
paid is $2 per $1,000 of bonds. Tne pur- 
chases are made for Eyglish parties. The 
English parties are not: likely to realize 
much on the investment. 


——The editor of a French paper published 
at Cairo stated in his journal that Mahomet 
was a false-prophet. His paper has been 
suppressed. The Sheik. decreed that he 
should die, but he sought the protection of 
the French Consul, who sent him to France 
to avoid the threatened doom. 

——O’Conner, Land-Leaguer, addressed a 
large and enthusiastic audience at Water- 
bury, Conn., last night. Mayor-elect Ken- 
drick presided. Father Walsh, the Treas- 
urer of the National Land League of the 
United States, reported that he had sent 
$90,000 to the league in lreland es 
past year. 

——Prof. Robertson Smith, who was sus- 
pended from teaching at Aberdeen Univer- 
sity because of his un-Presbyterian views, 
was presented with $5,000 worth of books by 
admirers at Edinburg yesterday. It was 


also announced that his admirers would pro-. 


vide him with a salary greater than that 
which was paid him while at Aberdeen. 


——The interest-bearing debt of the United 
States is $1,566,728,750, the total debt is 
$2,014,154,853, and the debt less cash in the 
Treasury is $1,785,534,406. The debt was re- 
dnced $13,521,458 during the month of Ucto- 
ber, am! during the four months ending’Oct. 
31, 1881, the reduction has been $55,064,345. 


——It is estimated that the recent overflow 
of the Mississippi has caused damages be- 
tween Keokuk, Ia., and Louisiana, Mo., 
amounting to $2,930,000. There was a fall of 
one inch in the river at Quincy yesterday, 
but it will take several days yet before busi- 
ness in the river towns will be fully re- 
sumed, 


——The International Arbitration and Peace 
Association met at London yesterday and 
adopted resolutions expressing satisfaction 
at the saluting of the British flag at York- 
town recently. The association says the in- 
cident has no parallelin history, and must 
be regarded as indicating that all aaimosities 
eugendered by the War of Independence 
have been forgotten. 

—Controller of the Currency Knox is 
greatly astonished that the Examiner who 
investigated the accounts of the Newark rot- 
ten bank a year ago did not discover the rot- 
tenness of the concern then. Mr. Knox 
thinks the Examiner should have also exain- 
inedthe accountsof the New York corre- 
spondent of the bank. There evidently has 
been neglect somewhere. 

— Secretary Blaine is credited with say- 
ing that he believes that President Arthur’s 
Cabinet after the ist of January will be a 
Grant Cabinet from top to bottom. He 
seems to think that ex-Senator Frelinghuysen 
will sueceed him as Secretary of State, at 
latest by the Ist of January. Mr. Blaine will 
recoinmend no more Consular appointments. 
He will leaye that matter to his successor. 

——'[he taxpayers of North Chicago will 
have to pay $5.38.9 per $100 of the assessed 
value of their property as taxes this year, the 
taxpayers of West Chicago $5.01.3 per $100, 
and those of South Chicago $4.96,2, The tax 
for city purposes is 4.2 cents per $100 greater 
this year than it was last year, while the tax 
for county purposes is 25.3 cents per 5100 
less. The City Administration is Demo- 
cratic; the County Administration is Repub- 
lican. 

— By the collision of two freight trains 
on the Chicago & Aiton Railroad near Car- 
linville Monday night eight freight cars and 
the two engines were wrecked, and Charles 
W. Payne, a brakeman, was killed. The 
property loss is estimated at $40,000, A 
freizht train on the Columbia & Port Deposit 
Railroad was wrecked near Safe Harbor, 
Pa., and the engineer, Ellis Ouety was killed. 
The fireman was seriously injured. 

—_—The first decision under the Irish Land 
act was given at Monaghan yesterday. It 
was favorable tosthe tenant, whose rental 
was reduced $10 per annum for the next 
fifteen years. Archbishop McHale hss con- 
demned the “no rent” doctrine. Sexton, 
member of Parliament for Sligo, has been 
released from jail on aecount of ill-health. 
Mr. Parnell is reported to be very seriously 
ill. He has been suffering since Sunday iast. 


—— President Arthur feels rather annoyed 
atthe wantof vigor which the parties in 
charge of the star-route cases have displayed, 
and so expressed himself yesterday to one of 
the principal lawyers in the case. He thinks 
that there should be no delay in the prosecu- 
tion, and thaf the eases should be dropped 
altogether or pushed to aconclusion. It-is 
probable that the President’s rebuke will 
have the effect of making the prosecuting 
lawyers adopt a more active policy.

Mr. Gladstone said it was not for him, whose 
life was drawing to its inevitable close, to

the 10th inst., unless accompanied by a cer- 
titieate of health signed by a duly author 
ized veterinary surgeon. Gov. Cullom gives 
as his reason for the proclamation his belief 
that pleuro-pneumonia exists in the districts 
named therein. 


——Further investigation into the affairs 
of the Mechanics’ National Bank of Newark 
shows that the amount of the stealings is 
$3,600,000, There-is a pretty general india 
position to believe that Nugent & Ca 
received anything like this amount, and 
the belief gains that Baldwin lost the money 
in stock speculation. The usual number of 
persons who knew all about the condition of 
affairs amonth ago have turned up. Bald- 
win says he has been a fool, but not a knave, 


——It is stated that a syndicate has been 
formed to secure control of the star-routes 
in the Western Territories known as the: 
** October lettings ” by buyme off the lowest 
bidders, or by members of the syndicate 
putting in “straw” bids, thus forcing thé 
Government to pay exorbitant prices. Un- 
der the present law the Postmaster-General 
will have little option in the matter. As soon 
as Congress meets he will advise legislation 
to meet the exigencies of the case. 


—Returns from 39% election districts of 
Germany show that of the successful candi- 
dates forty-four are Conservatives, twenty- 
two Free Conservatives, 100 members of the 
Centre Party, thirty-one National Liberals, 
twenty-four Secessionists, thirty-five Pro- 
gressists, three members of the Party of the 
People, fifteen Poles, seventeen Parlicularists 
and Protesters, and the politics of four have 
not been defined, for want of political term, 
perhaps. Second ballots will be necessary ig 
100 cases, 


——There are said to be 800 bachelors under

disproved the report, but' Nugent himself 
declined to be seh, on the advice of his 
counsel. His brother, James Nugent, was 
found at the morocco factory in Halsey 
street. He denied indignantly that the 
firm had overdrawn its account in 
the Merchants’ National Bank to the 
amount of $8,000,000, and then, when he 
had cooled down somewhat, affected to look 
at. the entire matter as a huge joke. It was 
too absurd to suppose that the Nugents had 
spent such a great sum in eight years. “I 
begin to think that Baldwin is insane,” he ; 
said, laughing, “but I can’t see why he 
have pitched on our firm 
-other depositors 
: you what 
itis. You will laugh at me, I suppose, but 
when the Bank Examiner gets through you 
will find that the bank owes us. There is 
not a man in Newark who believes this ridic- 
ulous storyabout us. We are running to the 
full extent of thé capacity of our works. 
We have made no assignment, and, what’s 
more, we are not going tov make any.” 
THE HON. FREDERICK H. TEESE, 
the friend and counsel of Christopher Nu- 
gent, said: “I shall sign no agreement, 
mortgage, orany other paper transferring 
the property of my client to the Merchants’ 
National Bank unti?f 1 know more than I do 
now. Wesuppose we have overdrawn our 
account, but Ido not believe that we owe 
the bank more than $200,000, and our debt 
may fall below that amount. That is about 
what Nugent thought his HNability when 
he told Baldwin that he had property enough 
to make it good. It’s on that basis 
ahd with that belief that he has been carry- 
ing oh the business, always intending to 
pay'up his overdratts. The fact is, Nugent 
is a burly jolly Lrishman, who ought not to 
be engaged in such an extensive business as 
he is. He knows nothing about books 
or bookkeeping, and he trusted everything to 
Baldwin. He sent his money, bills receiv- 
able, and drafts payable to him at the bank 
and drew money as he needed it. Baldwin 
was, to all intents and purposes, his financ®l 
man, and they used to meet together in 
MOTOR’S RESTAURANT, 
on Market street, which came to be popular- 
ty known as a branch of the Mechanics’ Na- 
tional Bank. Nugent gave him checks and 
drafts signed in blank, and Baldwin filled 
them up whenever he had need of 
the money. I don’t.. believe that 
Nugent had the least idea that 
these were used to defraud the bank. 
We shal! take no action until we have a re- 
port of the condition ot the bank. What we 
shall do then will depend upon the nature of 
that statement.” 

During the day United States District-At- 
torney Keasby was busy in taking measures 
to transfer the rope which Nugent is sup- 
posed to have twisted around the neck of

}le described the steps which he had taken 


as follows: “In his voluntary statement made 
to me last night, Mr. Baldwin asserted that 
nearly ail of the $2,000,000 or more which he 
had taken from the bank had been absorbed 
by irregular loans madeto C. Nugent & Co. 
The hasty examination which I was able 
to make yesterday confirmed ~me_ in 
the opinion that Mr. Baldwin had substan- 
tially told the truth in this matter,’ and, on 
the strength of this belief, 1 caused the ar- 
Nugent last evening. i con- 
tinued my investigation last night and this 
morning, and satisfied myself still further 
that Baldwin’s story was true. I secured 
from him the books in which he had kept 
A PRIVATE ACCOUNT 

of the transactions of Nugent & Co. with the 
bank through him. ‘These books showed 
the amount of actual money and real assets 
deposited by Nugent in the bank, and also 
the differences from month to month 
between the funds so deposited § and 
the amounts actually drawn from 
the bank by Nugent & Co. on their checks. 
They also exhibited more or less distinctly 
the masiner in which these deficiencies were 
from time to time apparently made 


good by m of drafts.of Nugent 
& Co, upon \ parties in New ‘York 
with whom they had no deposits, and 

on ry would take up in 
New York with funds of the Dank, thus con- 
stantly swelling the amount of Nugent's 
overdrafts. ~l also obtained the drafts them- 
selves, and, by acursray examination of them 
and the books, [ found that they amounted 
during this year alone to over 
a million dollars. I came to the conclusion 
that this money had been obtained by 
Nugent fraudulently in complicity with the 
Cashier, and with a full knowledge that it 
was the bank’s money. 

TODAY I NOTIFIED MR. NUGENT, 
through his*counsel, that f claim, in behalf 
of the bank, the entire property, stock, and 
manufactured articles now in his factory, as 
being the property into which the money of 
the bank was fraudulently converted by him, 
and I have demanded that he = shall 
turn this property all over to the 
Receiver, who shall be appointed. in partial 
zestitution of the amount abstracted by him 
and the Cashier. I called his attention to 
the fact that for years past Nugent and he 
have been supplying the entire capital upon 


which their large business is founded by | 


virtually abstracting it from the depositors 
of the Mechanics’ National Bank in the man- 
ner now exposed.”’ 

“Mr. Keasby, do you believe that all this 
money went into the house of Nugent «& 
Co, ?”’ 

“Taking the statement of Nugent and 
Baldwin alone, that of Baldwin is inherently 
the most incredible, but any man who exam- 
ines these papers which I have will! believe it. 

_ ‘THE SYSTEM WAS VERY SIMPLE. 
Baldwin received from Nugent all the cash 
and all the bills receivable obtained through 
his business. He always was insisting that 
Nugent should give him as much as possible, 
and Nugent did turn everything in. 
But ihe drew ‘out more than 
he deposited. To make the deficiency 
good on the books, Baldwin filled out notes 
or drafts, which Nugent gave to him signed 
in blank, making them generally for uneven 
sums, so that they would appear to be or- 
dinary commercial paper. When they be- 
came due he took them up with the money 
of the bank supposed to be on deposit in 
New York.” 

“Wiiat induced him to make the first 
loans to Nugent, and thus place himself in 
his power ?”’ 

‘The usual motive—a desire to make a 
little extra money. Nugent paid him a com- 
mission of 1 per cent on each loan, 
and that was a pre gv0d commis- 
sion, if you consider the amount 
involved. Here we have a d>ficiency of 
$2,000,000, which is supposed to represent 
loans unpaid. How much the loans have 
amounted to altogether in the last year it 
will require a good deal of investi- 
gating to compute, but it is certain 
that, if Baldwin had saved his comunission 
on the advances made to Nugent, he would 
now have a shug little fortune.” 

_“ Why have no steps been taken to attach 
the property of Nugent here as has been 
done in New York ?”’ 

“ The.laws ot New Jersey do.not allow the 
attachment of the property of residents of 
the county unless an affidavit is made that 
they are about to abscond. We can only at- 
tach the property of non-residents.” 

| ‘THE HON. GEORGE A. HALSEY, 
one of the Directors of the bank, speaking 
of Baldwin says: “I have never heard that 
he speculated in stocks. Some twe weeks

A poor woman caine to 
ine today in great trouble, and told me. she 
had given her bends to Baldwin for safe- 
keeping. 1 told her that I guessed they were 
in the bank, and finally satisfied her that 
they were probably safe. 

PEOPLE OF THIS KIND 

have been running to the bank all day. Of 
course such trusts as these do not belong to 
the money of the bank, and I have no doubt 
that’ they will be found. all right. I don’t 
think Baldwin would rob the poor.” 
* How do you account for the fall of Mr. 
Baldwin?” 

“*] believe that he is the victim of his own 
good nature. Fle obliged “Nugent, and, 
finally, the man got him in his 
power, and he hadn’t the courage to 
shake off the yoke. I asked him 
ow Sunday why he did not come and tell bis 
troubles to his friends, when he found that 
Nugent had a rope around him. We 
would have made up a purse of halt 
a million to save the bank, 
in a moment’s time. But when 
we discovered the condition of affairs, there 
was no bank left to save.’ It was practically 
wrecked. Baldwin didn’t have the courage 
to tell his friends of his trouble until it was 
too late. Llad he trusted us in time, all 
might have been made right.”’ 

“Do you think that Baldwin can be held 
to account criminally?” 

** We think so, Dut, of course, we can’t tell 
yet. Itis no crime to borrow money, if you 
can get it without giving security 
for its payment. But I believe that 
it’s a ferime to induce a man 
to loan you money that does not belong to 
him. Nugefit knew that he was getting the 
bank’s money, and he used his power on 
Baldwin to foree him to continue lis ad- 
_vaneces. Hie may have . believed that 
he could have eventually replaced this 
large sui, - but if he did = he 
must be a very. visionary, man. ‘The bank 
will certainly do its utmost to bring the 
knowledge of Baldwin’s crime to him. 

EX-JUDGE CALEB 8 TITSWORTII, 

the counsel of Cashier Baldwin, says that 
his client became involved through his 
good nature. He accommodated Nugent watil 
he was unable toextricate himself. He said 
to Judge Titsworth on Alonday, “If l had 
been a big thief, and absconded with all this 
money, peovle would have respected me. As 
it is, 1 am a fool, and am ready to 
pay for my. folly.” At the meeting 
of the Directors on Sunday itis reported that 
one of them asked Baldwin if the Examin- 
ing Committee of the Hoard had never asked 
him to explain why he carried so large a 
balance in New York. The Examining 
Committee, Baldwin said, at the examination 
about three weeks agu, were careful to count 
all the bills in a $50 or a $100 package to see 
that they amounted tothe sum marked, and 
they counted all the gold. Butthe $2,000,000 
reported to be in New York was a mere 
trifle, and they did not bother their heads 
about it. 


TALK IN NEW YORK. 
INCREDULOUS. 
Special Disvatch to The Cirica~ Tridunen 

New YorK, Nov. 1.—In Wall street today 
the Newark defaleation continued to excite 
a lively interest. Cashier Baldwin’s denial 
of the charges of stock speculation was not 
accepted as satisfactory, and there 
were many who inelined to the 
opinion that his confession was 
not the whole truth. But among the former 
friends of the disgraced man there was an 
inclination exhibited to trust his word. A 
number of Newark bankers 
through the street early in the day, and all 
agreed that there was every. reason to 
believe that Baldwin had made a “clean 
breast ” of the whole matter, and that he had 
stated every dollar of his speculations had 
been turned over to Nugent. How Nugent 
in his nioroeco factory could have disposed 
of the immense sums stolen was not ex- 
viained. 

MR, RUNYON, 
of the firm of Martin & Renyon, brokers, of 
Wall street, said today that he was quite 
positive that Mr. Baldwin had never lost a 
penny in stock operations through his 
house. On the contrary, Mr. Bald- 
win took more money away § from 
the firm in stock transactions than he ever 
brought to it. The extent of his operations 
he could not say. They were, however, quite 
limited, and at notime did he believe that 
Mr. Baldwin had more than a _ thou- 
sand shares. Mr. Baldwin’s name figured 
on the books as one of the concern’s cus- 
tomers, and an examination of these would 
easily determine to what extent Mr. Baldwin 
had dabbled in stocks through his house. 
lie did not believe that the total sum would 
exceed $15,000. 
“IT IS NONSENSE 
to-believe,” said one man, “that the Cashier 
was the only guilty party in the defalcation. 
There is no bank in the eivilized world 
where one of the employés could steal 
$500,000 without the knowledge of the 
Directors, This steal has been a systematic 
one, and you canrely uponit that the Di- 
rectors of the bank or other persons are im- 
plicated to as great an extent as the Cashier.”’ 
A NICE POINT , 
was brought up today, which shows how the 
Cashier had won the confidence of his em- 
ployers. It is reported, and on good au- 
thority, that Baldwin’s bondsmen have not 
renewed their bonds within fifteen years. 
This being the case, the sureties are ho 
longer respansible, and cannot be brought to 
account for his raseality, for, according to 
the laws of New Jersey, bonds are required 
to be renewed every seven years. - After that 
time elapses the sureties are void, and the 
bondsmen freed from all responsibility. 
CAUSED BY STOCK SPECULATION.

At 
the same time nothing has come to light in 
Wall street which shows that the money was 
lost in Stock Exchange speculations. The 
fear that there would be a run on the savings- 
banks in New Jersey has not yet been 
realized. Early yesterday morning a repre- 
sentative of the Evening Post met a centle- 
man who inquired if there was not a rumor 
of trouble ina Newark bank. Being told 
that such a report was current, he said, sim- 
ply: ‘Mechanics’? ‘Yes.’ ‘Then,’ said he, 
‘it is because it has been robbed by its 
Cashier, and the money has gone in stock 
speculation.’ 

“On turther inquiry the gentleman said that 
in a certain building, not remote from e 
Mechanics’ Bank, which building was under 
control of the defaulting Cashier and some of 
his friends, a person had for some time occu- 
pied an office which suited him entirely, and 
which he was not disposed to vacate, when, 
to his astonishment, he was requested to sur- 
render it, but he was offered finer and more 
attractive quarters in the same building at a 
lower rent, and, of course, willingly accept- 
ed. The transaction becoming known was 
thought to be queer, and naturally provoked 
inquiry and observation. -Then it was found 
that a ‘ticker’ and a telephone commiunica- 
tien with Wall street had been put into the 
reom, Which was furthermore connected by

Me said the paying.teller of one of the 
most prominent banks on lower Broadway 
told him three weeks ago a messenger from 
a neighboring bank rushed into the office and 
blurted out: ‘There’s a big hole in the Me- 
chanics’ bank of Newark to be made up. Look 
out; standfrom under.’ The teller was pay- 
ing out when he heard the intelligenee, 


and told the messenger to be silent, as he 
was circalating a report. damaging not alone 
to the Newark institution, but also to the 
city banks. The messenger afterward con- 
firmed what he had said by remarking that 
arumor had just got among the clerks of 
his bank, and he thought it a good piece of 
news. “This,” said the gentleman, ** I have 
from the paying-teller himself, and 1 have 
good reason to believe him.’ ” 
STORIES CIRCULATED. 

Numerous stories were in circulation in 
Wall and Broad streets during the forenoon 
about Baldwin’s ventures in stocks, but, 
strangely enough, diligent inquiries failed 
to place the firms with whom he is alleged to 
have dealings. Detectives werealso engaged 
with a similar object in view at the instiga- 
tion, so it is said, of the Dirgctors of the 
crippled bank; but if they have been suc- 
cessful it is known only to themselves, 
President Sherman, of the Meckanics’ Na- 
‘tional Bank of this. city, said: 

‘* We are secured by collateral for the over- 
drafts of $267,000 of the Mechanies’ Bank of 
Newark. 1 don’t believe Baldwin’s story 
that he suuk $2,500,000 in the Nugent firm, 
notabitof it. ‘The more I look into the af- 
fair the more I am convinced that they gam- 
bled together.” 

Mr. Cox, Cashier of the Merchants’ Nation- 
al Bank of this ¢ity, who was sent to Newark 
yesterday to examine into the affairs of the 
wrecked concern, coincided with Mr. Sher- 
man in thisView. Ile declined to givea de- 
tailed story of the result of his discoveries, 
but acknowledged that about all that had 
been said about the bank was true.’

CONTROLLER KNOX. 
HE ADMITS THAT THE GOVERNMENT IS 
POWERLESS AGAINT THIEVES.

WASHINGTON, D. C., Nov. 1.—The failure 
of the Newark National Bank naturally gives 
the Controller of .the Curreney some con- 
cern. The bank was thoroughly examined 
one year ago by a competent examiner, and, 
upon reviewing his conduct, it cannot now 
be discovered that he made any error, un- 
less it was an error not to have examined 
fhe accounts of the correspondent of the 
bank in New York City. It seems that the 
suspicions of the Bank Examiner were then 
directed .towards an account said to bea 
credit in the New York bank; that he wrote 
a hote to the Cashier of the bank, asking for 
a statement, in order that he might compare 
it with the books of the Newark bank, and 
received what he supposed to bea note in 
reply giving information which was in 
harmony with the statements of the Cashier 
of the Newark bank. 

IT NOW APPEARS ' 
that he received this statement of the New- 
ark bank at the hands of thé Cashier of the 
Newark bank in a sealed envelope, the lat- 
ter stating that he was requested to hand it 
to him, and it also appears that the default- 
ing Cashier of the Newark bank a year ago 
was present at the New York bank at the 
time this inquiry was received from the 
Bank Examiner; that Baldwin, the Newark 
Cashier, then stole a letter-head, wrote a 
different explanation from that which the 
New York Cashier had prepared, forged the 
Cashier’s name to it, and deliv- 
ered this fraudulent statement to the 
Government Examiner. If the Examiner had 
gone in person to the New ‘ork bank and 
made his own investigation, as it doubtless 
was his duty to have done, he might then 
have discovered something which would 
have resulted in 

AN EXPOSURE OF BALDWIN’S PRACTICES 
twelve months earlier. Instead of this the 
Government Examiner relied upon a letter 
of the New York Cashier which he supposed 
to be genuine, but which proves to have 
been a forgery. Controller Knox said, how- 
ever, today that it was impossible for the 
Controller of the Currency to station Bank 
Examiners as policemen in every bank in the 
country, and’that if the stockholders did not 
require bank Direetors to do their duty and 


understand their business it was difficult to | 


see what the Government could do. 
THE THIEF. 
HE PROCLAIMS HIMSELF A FOOL 
OF A KNAVE. 

NEWARK. N. J., Nov. 1.—Judge Titsworth, 
counsel for Baldwin, stated to the District 
Attorney that Baldwin received 1 per cent 
commission from Nugent for negotiating his 
paper and taking charge of his banking busi- 
ness. The counsel said he believed his 
client would be enabled to prove the truth of 
all he had said in his confession with regard 
to the transactions of C. Nugent & Co. with 
the bank. It has already been ascertained 
that during August, September, and October 
the firm had drawn from the bank nearly 
$500,000. Hethought the figures were about 
$476,000. With such drafts as this, if would 
not take. long te draw out “$2,000,000, Of 
course, there had been some money paid 
into the bank by Nugent & Co., but the pay- 
ments did not reach 50 per cent of the drafts.

NEWARK, N. J., Nov. 1.—It seems United 
States District-Attorney Keasby became sat- 
isfied; after a hasty examination of the books 
of the Meehanics’ Bank ‘and the papers re- 
lating to Nugent & Uo., surrendered by 
Cashier Baldwin in his voluntary statement, 
were substantially true. Hence he made the 
demand on Judge Teese, Nugent’s couasel, 
that the property now in the hands of C. Nu- 
gent & Co. be immediately surrendered to a 
Receiver, in partial restitution of the 
amounts abstracted by Nugent in complicity 
with Baldwin.

Teese asked to be allowed to have an expert 
examine the matterg@and pledged himself 
that the property should be left undisturbed 
until the examination was completed and he 
could give answer. 

NUGENT’S REPLY. 

Counsel for C. Nugent said he would be 
able to show Baldwin’s confession false. C. 
Nugent & Co. had not drawn any such 
amount as $2,000,000 in excess of their credits, 
and he doubted even if the excess woulél be 
one-tenth of that amount. The firm: wa’ 
making up from its own books a statement 
of the moneys paid in and Urawn out of the 
bank for a number of years past, and this,

The fact of the whole affair is that 
Baldwin was financial manager of the firm 
and had been for about eight years. Neither 
Christopher nor Jameg Nugent were finan- 
ciers nor claimed to be, and Baldwin hada 
a power of attorney to fill up signed notes 
and checks. How easy it would be for him 
to fill up such notes and place them among the 
bank’s papers instead.of depositing receipts 
of the firm to their credit! ‘The pass-book 
would show notes as deposits, and the firm 
know nothing about it. A friend of Cashier 
Baldwin said he was with him on the day 
Garfie id was buried, and heard the former 
ask C. Nugeut for money. Nugent said he 
had a large quantity of material made up, 
amd would soon be enabled to pay in. about 
$500,000, This, he thought, was evidence 
that Nugent knew his account had been 
overdrawn to a large amount.

MINERS HAVE RIGHTS 
WHICH EVEN THE PRESIDENT IS BOUND TO 
| RESPECT. 

WASHINGTON, D. C., Nov. 1.—April last 
an order was issued by President Garfield 
setting apart froin the public lands the mili- 
tary reservation of Fort Maginnis, Montana 
Territoy. Certain miners, alleging that min- 
eral was discovered and 1. cainpestablished by 
them on the land included in the reservation 
several months previous to the lucation of 
the post by the military authorities, appealed 
‘to the Secretary of the Interior for information 
whether they could hold the mines and the 
surface of the ground connected therewith, 
though they be on the reservation, and 
whether mineral land could be located and 
patented on a military reservation after the 
establishment of the reservation. The At- 
torney-General was requested for an opinion 
on the following questions: 

1. Whether or not mineral lands reserved from 
sale under Sec. 2,318 of the Revised Statutes of 
the United Statescan be reserved for military 
purposes by order of the President. 

2. Wbere mineral lands are inciuded withia 
the limits of the military reservations are such 
lands open to exploration and purchase under 
Sec. 2,319 of the Revised Statutes? 

3% Where inchoate title to mineral lands has 
been acquired, and such lands subsequently 
have been incituded within «# military reserva- 
tion, can titie to said mineral lands be perfected 
by a private owner? 

ATTORNEY-GENERAL MACVEAGGB, 
in his opinion, says: * 

From an early period ia the history of the 
Government it has been the practice of the 
President to order, from time to time, as the 
exigencies of the public service required, par- 
cels of land belonging to the U vited States to be 
reserved from sale and set apart for public use. 
The authority of the President in this respect is 
recognized in numerous acts of Congress, and 
the power is broad cnough to include mineral 
lands belonging to the public domain, at least 
while they remain unaffected by any private 
right acquired under the laws relating thereto. 
This necessarily involves a negative answer to 
the second question, since, aftcr the public 
lands have once been lawfully reserved by 
the President for public uses, they become 
severed from the public domain, and are, there- 
fore, net subject to occupation and purchase 
under the gencral laws. : 

In auswer to the third question, Congress has 
recognized the pussessory rights of these min- 
ers, as ascertained among themselves, by rules 
that have beceume laws in mining districts as 
regards mining claims. The rights thus recog~- 
nized by Congress are property of great value, 
very large amounts invested in mines, the 
ownership of which rests soiely upon the pos- 
ses-ory rights referred to. It seems to me, 
where such right has attached to a mineral land 
in favor of the locater of a mining claim, the 
land during the continuance of the claim—that 
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Executive for public uses. If, then, the vos- 
sessory right of the miners, in the case under 
consideration, was ful: and complete previous 
to the establishment of the military reservation 
at Fort Magionis, 1am of opinion the inclusion 
of their claim within the limits of the reserva- 
tion was witbout authority of law, and could not 
legally divest them of such. right, or of further 
right (on compliance with the requirements of 
the statate concerning the issue of patents for 
mining claims), to acquire title to the land.

As the day for the centennial drew 
near he was informed that provision had 
been made for him on shipboard. Mr. Win- 
throp is not a gvod sailor, and he did not 
care to make any experiments at that time, 
lie wrote that he could not take quarters 
upon shipboard, when a room was assigned 
hia at one of the houses which are called 
“hotels” in the village. The room was 
scantily, inadequately. furnished—searce 
ly furnished at all, for that matter- 
Application was made to the Virginia au- 
thorities to make the room more comfortable. 
They declined to do anything more, A Massa- 
chusetts gentleman in Washington hearing 
of this, sent furniture down from his own 
house to fitup the room for the venerable 
Bay State orator. On the day of the oration 
it was noticed by those near to Mr. Winthrop 
that very inadequate provision had been 
made for his protection. A_ little strip of 
what pretended to be an awning. was placed 
above his head, but it. was entirety insuf- 
ficient to protect him from the sun, the effect 
offects of which he greatly felt. The orator 
had found iis way some distance through 
the burning sand and dust on foot froin his 
hotel to the grand stand prior to the oration 
and, afterwards, the Virginia Committee hac 
made no provision whatever to take him to 
tle started back 
on foot, when some of the aides on the staff 
of Gov. Long, of Massachusetts, saw the mis- 
hap, and corrected the terrible blunder of the 
Virginia Committee by hastening to the 
headquarters of Gov. Long; and bringing the 
carriage Which tne State of Massachusetts 
had provided for its Chief Executive, ana 
placing it ut the disposition of Gov. Win- 


throp. 

Arrived at his hotel things were no better. 
A Massachusetts gentleman called upon 
them soun afterwards when a member of the 
family told him that they were comfortably 
housed with the fuiniture sent from Wash- 
ington but that they literally had nothing to 
eat. There stood upon the table a slice of 
wheat bread and acouple of oranges. That 
seemed to be the measure of the boundless 
hosvitality of the Virginia Comuinittee, 

Meanwhile the Governor of the State of 
Virginia anda vast number of Colonels on 
his staff were not only notacting the purt of 
hosts on Virginia soi] to the Governors of 
other States, but had themselves made suc- 
cessful application fur quarters and enter- 
tainment on board the steamer Excelsior, 
chartered by the Government, and were living 
at a high rate there, the champagne, it 
is reported by those who were on beard the 
boat, owing like water. But the orator of 
the day, with his piece of wheat bread and, 
an orange, feeble, delicate, accustomed to 
good living, was sitting in his forlorn room 
actually hungry. ‘The Massachusetts geutle- 
men who cafled upon him were naturally 
indignant. Finding that the State of Vir- 
ginia had left the venerable gentleman, the 
orator of their great centennial, to cast 
about for himself, these Massachusetts gen- 
tlemen went te the camp of their troops, and 
to one of the Government steamers, and or- 
cered food to be sent regularly to Gov. Win- 
throp during his stay. In this way the 
orator of the day, the invited guest of Vir- 
ginia, was entertained while he was on the 
soil of the Olid Dominion. It is not a 
clrapter to which the people of Virginia 
ought to turn with pride, It they resent the 
imputations on their hospitality, they must 
plead guilty to the grossest ignorance as to 
the way in which to conduct affairs upon 
such great occasions, and'to the inexcusable 
blunder of having neglected the venerable 
orator of the day, who was the Nation’s 
guest upon Virginia soil.

OUR EXPORT TRADE. 
GERMANY’S ACTION, 
From UVur Own Correspondent. 

WasnHInactTon, D. C., Oct, 28.—Germany is 
disposed to follow France in. the attempt to 
injure the American export trade. The 
French Government, although it has been 
proved to the satisfaction of most of the au- 
thorities that the charges as to the existence 
of trichinw in American pork are false, and 
are manufactured in the interest of rivals in 
trade in Europe, still continues, in a less 
pronounced degree, the efforts to discourage 
the importation into France of American 
hams. And now Germany, through the me- 
dium'‘of what is called a Congress of Ger- 
man Agriculturists, raises the cry that Amer- 
ican competition is destroying German agri- 
culture, and that unless wheat and beef from 
North America can be practically excluded 
fiom the Empire by a prohibitory tariff the 
farms of Germany will grow up to weeds 
and the German landed Barons will be re- 
duced to the condition of the Southern 
planter, whose prosperity, wealth, and great- 
ness exist only in the memories of “ befo- 
de wali.” 

CONSUL-GENERAL KREISSMAN, 

of Berlin, in a very ‘important State paper, 
which, in view of the confirmation of his 
successor, ex-Congressman Brewer, of Miche 
izan, is likely to be the last of the very able 
series of papers he has communicated to the 
State Department, calls attention to this 
new menace to our export trade, and very 
properly says that a danger is now threat- 
ened to that trade in Germany similar in 
character and intensity to that which for 
more than a year has existed in France. 

The origin of the German opposition to 
American competition is substantially this: 

Not long since there assembled at Berlin 
What is called a Congress of German Agri- 
culturists. Into that Congress, it may be 
safely stated, no peasant proprietor was ad- 
mitted, It represented a class of the Cer- 
man landed Barons whose estates are gying 
tu decay, and who are becoming hopelesly 
insolvent from an extravagant style of liv- 
ing. ‘The Prussian Minister of Agriculture 
appeared at this congress; Government rep- 
reselitatives were in attendance to give it 
countenance at all its sittings, and 

BISMARCK . 
is quoted authoritatively as having approved 
its policy. The Government of Germany, in 
short, placed itself in the position of urging 
repressive neasures against the importation 
of American products. Mr. Mirbach dis- 
tinctly stated in the congress that Prihce 
Bismarck is in decided sympathy with the 
movement, and Mr. Mirbach is known to 
hold very near relations to the Prince. Since 
the adjournment of the congfess the North 
Germun Gazette, the Chancellor's reputed 
organ, has editorially approved the proceed- 
ings Of the congress, and has given the name 
of “tax reforms” to the prohibitory meas- 
ures which are supposed to be directed 
against the American export trade. To the 
rapidly increasing competition from America 
is directly atiributed the agricultural dis- 
tress in Germany. The North German 
Gazette claims that this congress does, in 
fact, represent all the farming community of 
the Empire, or. 13 it puts it, “The Congress 
of German Agriculturists represents the 
solidarity of interests of the small, middle, 
and larger sized landed estates without dis- 
tinction.’’ 
THE RESOLUTIONS 

adopted were as follows: 

The Congress of German Agriculturists con- 
siders the American competition in brea:istuffs 
aud neat a great dunger to the future existence 
of German gruin-production and cattie-breed- 
ing, and prays the Imperial Government to take 
such measures as are valculated to wars off 
these destructive intiuenves. 

The Congross of German Agriculturiste, with 
a view to obtaining a wmvure cifective protection 
aguiust the two vountries which particularly im- 
peril German agriculture, bas taken into con- 
sideration the question of governmental, or 
rather internationat, treaties for the formation 


of a customs convention. 
The Congress furthermore declares that the

pensation. It may bappen that the worst har- 
vests in Engiand will occur simultaneously with 
the richest barvests in other countries; and thus 
in addition to a bad harve.t low prices will en- 
sue, whereby the losses will be doubled and 
trebled. Such an unfortunate combination is 
not a phantom, but bus already made its ap- 
pearance in all its severity. The prices have 
fallen more than the yields of the harvests. 
BEEF. 


The argument that is made as to cereals is 
alsounade with respect to beef. The preju- 
diée of the English against fresh American 
beef has been overcome, and the increase of 
«the importations into great Great Britain ot 


fresh beef, since 1576, is marvelous. This 
increase has been from 170,711 pounds in 

- 1876 to 718,667 pounds in 1580, and the in- 
crease in the other articlesof meat export is 
in proportion, ‘The importations of live cat- 
tle, fresh and salt beef, at present amount to 
nearly half of the English beef killed in En- 
gland, while the imports of pork, ham, and 
bacon almost equal two-thirds of the home 
production. 

These German landed Barons say: 

The f that ber agriculture 1s threatened 
with d er trom America no longer admits of 
denial. «he only question to be considered is 
whether Germany shali follow the path of En- 
gland, jet her agriculture go to ruin, and let ber 
peasantry be driven to emigration, or whether

shal! be adupted and an effort made to combine 
the old with the new in a national way, and to 
carry on unpiaterruptedly and without violent 
disturbances from outside the development of 
German culture and civilization. The care for 
seif-preservation will readily point to the proper 
course to pursue against the enemy of our iude- 
pendence—a giunt enemy, sich as scarcely finds 
his equal in the world of fable. The unex- 
nmplei augwieutation of the American produc- 
tien of wheat may best be seen from the rapid 
increase of area under wheat, which amuunted— 


Sixteen miilionsof acres of new land were 
thereivre transformed into wheat fields dur.ng 
the last ten years. What this amounts to is 
shown by the fact that the total area under 
wheat in Great Britain amvuunts to 34,000,0UU, in 
Germany to 5,500,0u, and ip France to 17,00u,000 
acres. If these three countries were to leave olf 
growing wheat, the area in America would fll 
up the gap. 

The State of Minnesota alone cultivated some 
2,959,685 ucres of wheut in 1580, and in taat year 
more thanGreat Britaiu. This gigantic increase 
of land brought under the plow is the most im- 
portant factorof all in judging the American 
competition, for this increase is 30 tremendvous 
that, even witb bad harvests, the total vield of 
Americu must, nevertbeless, grow larger from 
year to year. All hopes of our agricultur- 
ists of obtaining. better prices in the event of 
an uptavorable American barvest are thus 
destruyed. The pressure of America on wheat 

rices must become stronger aud stronger fora 
oug time tocome. Drouthb, locust, and other 
catustrophes can alter the case but very little. 
Up to tne present the average crops have not 


from thirteen to fifteen busbels per acre, This 
is scarcely balf as wuch as was formerly reaped 
in Engiand. The American farmer, however, 
does very well with such yields. Wheat is the 
very grain for prairie and for land made arabie 
for the first time, for its thriving depends less 
upon the cultivation and soii than upon climate 
and seusons. Kyc, baricy,and outs demand more 
labor, and as there is less inquiry for them in 
the principal market, Engiaud, they are only 
grown for bome consumption. 

According to value the increase ip export of 
gruin amounted in 1874 to about 519,556,700 marks 
($122,%40,494); IST7, 608,042,008 marks ($164,945,- 
YO); 1880, 1.120,000,000 marks ($266,500,000). 

lt is bardly possible to arrive ut anything like 
an idea of the vastness of this wheat apd muize 
producuun, except by comparison with that of 
the most important countries in Europe. “Ac- 
cording to the cauiculations of the best statistic- 
jans, the average grain production may be 
stated in millions of nectoliters, as follows:

From these tigures it appears that in the Ger- 
manmarket the American compettion as yet 
only dominates in wheat and Indian corn, Rus- 
sir,on the other hand, in rye and oats, and 
Austria in bariey. Kussia will appear with all 
the greater foree in Germany, as she has already 
succumbed to American competition in Eagiand 
and France, and has lost her chief market. 


EUROPEAN ELEVATOK FACILITIES, 


Incidentally, the discussion touched upon 
the facilities which exist in Europe for the 
handling of large quantities of grain, and the 
following paragraph as to the elevato 
systein at Odessa, the outiet of the Russian 
wheat-growing region, furnishes a curious 
illustration of the want of progress in 
European grain trade. Speaking of Odes 
the chief grain exporting emporium “ot 
Russia, the report says: 

Lntil naw, the vast quantities of wheat that 
are exported from there, lay stored in gigantic 
buildings in t ntre of thé town, from whence 
the curiage to railway magazines and to the 
harbor, which lies 140 feet below the level of the 
town, with the beavy rise in wages and primi- 
tive mode of conveyance, often costs more, and 
always us much as the whole ocean freight to 
England. As aremedy, thirteen granaries of 
tbree to four tloors each with powerful elevators 
are about to be erected. The last word, how- 
ever, upon she subject does not appear to have 
been spoken, as the town is desirious that the 
attendant outlay of 7,000,000 rables should he 
borne by the Government. The structures pro- 

are to be of the style of the elevators at 

jew York, some of which bold 1,500,000 bushels 

of grain, and have reduced the cost of sbifting 

the grain from the railways on board ship trom 
4 to 5 cents per busbel to 1% cents per bushel. 

All this goes to prove that Kussia has not only 
recognized the imminent dangers of American 
competition, but that she is also taki every 
meusure to ward off consequetices from her 
territory. 

DOWN WITH AMERICAN WHEAT. 


After such an argument as this the mem- 
bers of this German Congress conclude with 
the following threat to the American export 
trade: 

The fact is that by the boundiess extension of 
wheat cultivation in America a beavy burden 
will permanently rest on German agricuiture, a 
burden favoring the consumer to the detriment 
of the pruduver; and that likewise the cattle 
berds of North America with their products will 
gradually conquer the markets of Western Eu- 
rope and render its cattle- breeding unprotitabie. 
Indeed, there is no doubt that the duties of self- 
preservation uiake it incumbent on Germany to 
—— herself economically as she did polit- 

cally. 

German agriculture is about engaging ina 
like struggle of .competition as that in which 
English agriculture bas already succumbed. It 
is essential to meet the enemy with tried weap- 


, 


ons. 

As tu what these weapons should consist in the 
enemy has left no doubt; be knows from expe- 
rience the sbafts that intlict mortal wounds. 
The Americans tolerate no foreign competition 
in their home market. As specimwns of their 
means of defense and protection, some of the 
import duties may be pointed to as foilows: 
On flax dressed, 18 marks ($4.28) per 100 kilo- 
grams; on wheat, 3 marks (71 cents) per 100 
kilograms are imposed; on wheat flour, 20 per 
cent ad valorem; on oils, 20 to 50 per cent ad va- 
lorem. Wool, according to quality, pays 9 cents 
per pound and 9 d 
to 45 cents per 
cent ad vulorem. 
exception of silk, the highest rates of duty are 
imposed, and so in addition to the 7M cloth 
manufactories in the Eastern States, 688 new 
ones bave been erected in the West. Let these 
tried maxims of the American antagonist be 
boidly adopted oo the pecs of Germany with the 
single exception ot Indian corn, on which a 
comparatively low rate of duty might be ,ac- 
cepted. The cry throughout the country should 
be loudly raised of “Out with enemies of Ger- 
man agriculture,” 60 that all may know what is 
necessary. When this fundamental condition is 
fulfilled and a peaceful development of the na- 
tional labor rendered possibie, it will be time 
enough to learn from the Americans how aeri- 
culture on a large scaic is to. be developed. 
Then the necessity of improvements in trade, 
milling. and traffic will become most patent, for 
in the improvement of the meansof transport 
in railways, canals, and lines of steamers lies 
the secret of American supremacy. 

The quesnon of transport is vital for all pro- 
ductionus, and fora prusperous development of 
Gerimnan agriculture nothing can be of greater 
importance than cheap and easy communica- 
uon between the grain producing and consum- 
ing districts, betweeo the agricultural districts 
of the East and the industrial districts of 
West and South. Only by this meaus will the 
Nation t its sacred rights back; that is, its 
right to its home market.

recover the money in payment ot Confeder- 
Solicitor Raynor, of the ‘Treas- 
ury, intends to call the British Government’s 
Attention to the money, with a view of re- 
covering it for the United States, 
THE ARCTIC SEARCH. 
The Navy Department has advices from 
the Alliance that she reached Reik Javik, 
Iceland, on Oct. 10; all well.

Mus. ADA Rospert, who has just been re- 
leased from the Elgin Insane Asylum as 
having fully recovered from the emotional 
attaek which prompted her to kill Mr. Weber 
some two years ago, has a harrowing story 
to tell of the management of that institution. 
She says that Dr. Kilbourne, the Superin- 
tendent of the asylum, is frequently intoxi- 
cated, indulges himself in outbursts of vio- 
lence, uses vile language to the patients, and 
winks at the brutality of his assistants. It 
is difficult to say whether or not Mrs. 
Robert’s charges are entitled to enough con; 
sideration to warrant an investigation. The 
woman has probably been-sane enough all 
the time to observe inteiligently all that has 


‘been going on, but at the same time her 


‘‘emotional”’ shooting of Mr. Weber, and 
her statement that Weber’s brother boasted 
“that he had Kilbourne fixed, and that she 
would never leave the asylum alive,” indi 
cate a streak of malice in Mrs, Robert's 
composition which should create considera- 
ble distrust in any charges she may spread 
abroad. We believe Dr. Kilboprne is one of 
those who think that the particular kind of 
insanity which seeks vent in murder ought 
to subject the sufferer to continuous re- 
straint. If that is so, Mrs. Robert cannot 
think anything toe mean or vicious for Dr. 
Kilbourne to do. .

THE Ottawa (Ont.) Free Press intimates, 
upon the authority of a member of the Cana- 
dian Parliament, that at the approaching 
session a mdve will be made in the direction 
of independence, upon the ground that it is 
desirable to elect their own Chief Magistrate 
or President, to reduce the membership of 
the Executive Council, and to overhaul and 
reform their entire civil service. The same 
member of Parliament is reported as saying: 
**] believe that independence will be granted 
Canada by the mother ‘country when asked 
for, and that our Governor-General, chosen 
by ourselves, will 1.ot be snubbed by Down- 
ing street when he wants to go home and 
see his wife.’”’ There is little doubt 
that this feeling is very common 
among Canadians, and increasing all 
the timé. Canada 1s growing full of 
native-borns who have none of that longing 
attachment to the mother country that used 
to obtain, and who look uponit as absurd 
that they must send to Engiand for men to 
govern them,-who are entirely ignorant of 
them and their country, and that they shoula 
have to apply to her for permission to make 
laws for their own government. These na- 
tive-borns, who are now in the majority, bear 
it with ill-conceaied disfavor that they must 
send to England before they can makea 
move in their own administration. This 
feeling for independence has been steadily 
growing, and it must soon crop out, and when 
once it is expressed it will be complied with. 
When that step is made, Canada will bein a 
position to negotiate with the United States 
and to make better terms, fur the step to- 
wards independence is the first step towards 
that annexation which is sure to-come, and 
will come all the more quickly when the 
Canadians are left free to deal with us at 
first hand. 

OS ETT SPEAR 

Ir is easy to read between the lines of 
Judge Rogers’ opinion in the Mrs. Robert 
case his conviction that the verdict of in- 
sanity rendered in her favorin the Weber 
murder trial was erroneous. It is also easy 
to deduce from Mrs. Robert’s remarks a 
tacit admission that the plea of insanity in- 
terposed in her behalf in the trial for her life 
was a mere trigk resorted to in desperation— 
as this: ‘I have been persecuted for years, 


but I hope now to have rest if God spares | 
, my life. 


With all lhave gone through: it is 
a wonder I am alive at all”: and this: “In 
the last twenty years I have had nothing but 
duplicity, wrong, and persecution.” Says 
Judge Rogers: “The causes which led up 
her state of mind were such as to awaken 
the sympathies and calculated to make jurors 
hunt for an escape from a verdiet of Willful 
murder. We ail know that in cases of the 
kind the recognition of insanity as a defense 
in criminal prosecutions is frequently the 
last refugs of overcredulous and too 
sympathetic jurors.” The Judge evi- 
dently found it a painful duty to re- 
lease the woman from confinement, but 
an imperative one nevertheless, since her 
perfect sanity was to his mind thoroughly 
established, But the act of releasing her, 
while in itself doubtless just and proper, 
goes far to show that justice was defeated in 
the case of her trial for the murder of 
Weber. Of course Mrs. Robert’s present 
sanity is not conclusive evidence that she was 
sane at the time of the commission of the Wet 
for which she was tried, but there is a strong 
presumption that she was as responsible then 
asnow. The release of Mrs. Robert occurs in 
good time to serve as a warning to the Wash- 
ington court and the jury, soon to be im- 
paneled in the Guiteau case. It shows that 
the confinement of a criminal in an insane 
asylum is only a temporary affair; that the 
term of such confinement is a matter entirely 
beyond the power of the trial court to deter- 
mine; and that the court which is subse- 
quently called on to say whether he shall be 
held or released is bound to act without any 
reference whatever to the nature and hei- 
nousness of his crime, and compelled to re- 
lease him if he appears to be of sound mind.

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THE NEW JERSEY BANK COLLAPSE. 

There are some crimes which in their com- 
pleteness. exhaustiveness, coolness, and au- 
dacity not only display a low sort of genius 
on the part of their perpetrators, but a high 
sort of comedy in their denouements, and of 
such is the collapse of the Mechanics’ Na- 
tional Bank at Newark, N. J., through the 


joint efforts of its Cashier, Oscar L. Bald- 


win, and the morocco leather establishment 
of C. Nugent & Co. In reading the <etails 
of this gigantic collapse, one ought to feel 
indignant at the rascality of the Cashier, and 
especially at the persistent and audacious 
raseality of the morveco leather house, 
which ostensibly had the Cashier in its 
cluteh, and was wringing money out Of-him 
like water out of a sponge,-but it is impos- 
sible to feel very indignant until one recoy- 
ers from the effect of the funny phases of 
the affair. Should the Cashier ever be 
brought to trial, it would be impossible for 
any jury to listen seriously to the evidence 
or to behave itself in a manner that would 
not place it in contempt of court. 

The completeness of the job is the first 
element of comedy that suggests itself to 
the reader. Here was -a bank whose stock 
was souglit for only last Saturday at 180, 
and could not be had at that figure, which 
nad no more init than a last year’s bird’s-nest. 
Its Cashier had been at work systematically 
gutting the concern for twelve years, and on 
Monday last he announced the completion of 
the work to the Directors, and oflicialiy noti- 
fied them that the assets had gone over the way 
to the morocco leather concern, whose unre- 
deemed hotes, given without security, as Mr. 
Micawber used to give his, he held in his 
possession. And how complete the work 
was! The Cashier had carried off the capi- 
talof the bank, the surp!us of the bank, 
and the deposits of the bank. Every- 
thing that was tangible in the bank 
had gone He econld not carry off 
the bank building-—it was too heavy—but he 
had done the next thing to it by mortgaging 
it and selling the mortgage. He did not 
carry off the safe, but it would not be sur- 
prising if itturns out yet that he had con- 
tracted it-to some old junk-dealer for future 
delivery. It was notonly a collapse, but a 
collapse as complete as thatof an egg trodden 
on by a No. 11 boot, ‘The meat was not only 
gone, but the shell itself, and of the Mechan- 
ics’ National Bank, whose stock was sought 
for at 1°0 on Saturday, there was nothing 
left on Monday but an empty safe. As the 
Cashier had made way with nearly all the 
money in New Jersey, it is a little surprising 
that he did not steal the State itself. Such 
a genius as his ought not to have been con- 
fined to a single bank or any such ** pent-up 
Utica,” but should have had the “ whole 


‘boundless continent” as a field for its opera- 


tions. 

The Mechanics’ National Bank had a daz- 
zling array of Directors, who directed every- 
thing except their Cashier and their bank. 
The list included retired and wealthy leather 
dealers, ex-Congressmen, proprietors of large 
manufactories, Presidents of prominent cor- 
porations, Presidents of insurance com- 
panies, lawyers, and real-estate brokers, all 
of -whom had richly feathered their nests. 
They were men who were experts in busi- 
ness individually, and as individuals had 
never had sufficient confidence in their Cash- 
iers to allow them to transfer their assets to 
other corporations, but collectively they had 
unlimited contidence in their bank Cashier. 
As units they had steadily accumulated 
property, and keptit; as an aggregate they 
were taken in and done for as no ten men 
ever were before. On Monday morning these 
ten portly gentlemen gathered together upon 
the notification of the acting President, prob- 


ably each one of the ten fancying that some. 


new scheme would be submitted for 
still turther increasing the resources of 
their bank. * One can faintly imagine the 
stunned and dazed condition of the ten Di- 
rectors sitting in a row as they were in- 
formed that they were not running a bank at 
all, that there was no such thing as their 
Mechanics’. National Bank, that a morocco 
leather house was running the bank, not 
they, and that all they were running was an 
irom safe with nothing init. After the first 
shoek was over, one slowly recovering Di- 
rector thought if $500,000 would cover the 
deficit he would make it good. Another, 
nearly restored to consciousness, boldly de- 
clared if a million dollars would cover it the 
money should be raised. ‘**Gentlemen,’’ said 
the Cashier, “the bank is ruined. Two mill- 
ion doliars will not save it.” Once more 
they fell back dazed and the most of them 
were put to bed sick. Should they ever re- 
cover, they will at least have this consola- 
tion: that nothing in the future will ever as- 
tonish them again. 

If the statements of the Cashier are re- 
liable, his criminal misfortune dates back to 
1875, when he let the morocco manufactur- 
ers have accommodation without any se- 
curity, the Cashier having as much confidence 
in the moroeco men as the Directors had in 
him, until the moroeco men had got into the 
bank to the tune of several thousand dollars. 
By this time they had himin their clutches 
and he evidently thought that as he wasin for 
it he might as well be killed for asheepas a 
lamb, and that he might as well quietly 
transfer the whole concern over to the mo- 
rocco men as to stop where he was, and tem- 
porarily cover up the deficiencies by those 
dexterous appliances in double entry which 
were invented for the use of Cashiers with easy 


+ eqnsciences. The difference between Bald- 


win and other Cashiers who have embezzled 


is only this: that they have stolen a part of ; 


the funds for their own use and cleared out, 
while he stole the whole concern forthe use 
of his morocco friends agd staid at home to 
notify the ten Directors when they met to 
discuss the condition of their bank, extend its 
resources, or declare dividends, that there 
was no such thing as the bank, as he had 
disposed of it to the morocco men for irre- 


deemable notes, worth half a cent a pound, 


for rags. Fortunately the bank was not a 
savings-bank. Fortunately the smash-up 
does not invelve poor workingmen, widows, 
and. orphans. There is time, therefore, for 
patient consideration of the questions, What 
shall be done with this Cashier who so mag- 
nanimously and magnificently made the mo- 
rocco men a present of a bank which did not 
belong to him? What shall be done with the 
morocco men Who squeezed thé Cashier dry ? 
What shall be ‘with the ten Directors 
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nothing in it?-and What shall be done with 
the safe ? The least that the ten Directors 
can do, if they want. to do something hand- 
some, is to present the safe with formal cere- 
monies to the morocco men, as they Gem 
selves have no further use for it.

FOLGER VS. THE UNITED STATES. 

The case of Folger vs. The United States ts 
reported in the Court of Claims reports, Vol. 
13, page 86, Judge J. C. Bancroft Davis ren- 
dered the decision. On the appeal to the 
Supreme Court judgment for the defendant 
(the Government) was reaffirmed. (Vol. 
108, page 30.) Mr. Justice Llarlan pronounced 
the opinion of the court. lle made the 
point, not sufficiently brought out in the 
Court of Claims, that the law intended to 
give no extra compensation to persons who 
received stamps without prepayment. With 
reference to this distinction Mr. Justice Har- 
lan said: 


If any Assistant Treasurer wished to derive 
personal advantage or profit from the distribu- 
tion of adhesive stamps he was at liberty to do 
so by becoming bimseilf a purchaser, for eash, 
directly from the Couiunissiguer, under Sev. 161, 
The stamps in that case would become bis prop- 
erty, whereas, if received under Sec, 170, they 
remained the property of the Government un- 
til actually sold. hy purchasing stamps for casa, 
in amounts of $1,0W and over, be would be al- 
lowed, a3 a other purecbaser would be, 5 per 
cent in commissions, and upon sales in small 
amounts by bim to others be could realize 
to his own use the difference between 
5 per cent and thd rate (whatever it was) 
at which the purchaser from bim could Bave ob- 
tained stamps directly from the Commissioner, 
Lut wheu be received stamps under sec, 170 tor 
distribution he could derive no advantage trom 
tneir sale—certainly not in cases where the 
commissions allowed to the purchasers amount- 
ed in sales of common stamps to 5 per cent, 
and in sales of proprietary stampsto 10 per 
cent. Congress never intended that the Gov- 
ernment should in any contingency lose on 
sales of adbesive stamps, by whomsoever und in 
whatsoever quantities ingle, more than 5 per 
centof the face value of common stamps and 
more than 10 per cent of the face vaiue of pro- 
prietary stamps. 


At the same time with the opinion of the 
majority of the court the following dissent- 
ing opinion was filed: 


Mr. Justice Field, with whom eoncurrea Mr. 
Justice Bradley, dissenting: 

1 dissent from the judgment of the court. I 
think that Mr. Folger was entitled to the differ- 
enee between the 5 per cent given by the Gov- 
ernment and the amount ” allowed to the pur- 
chusers. 


The dissentiug opinion, ea hens properly un- 
derstood, is ‘quite as severe as that of the 
majority of the court. This will appear 
from the following statement of facts:

The dissenting Judges, therefore, believed 
that Folger was entitled to $412.95. But the 
amount of his claim was $185,296, covering 
all the commissions, with interest. The mi- 
nority of the court—Justices Field and Brad- 
ley—would have allowed Folger $412.98; but 
they would have disallowed $184,883. The 
decision of the Supreme Court was, it will 
be seen, practically unanimous. The major- 
ity of the court held with the Court of 
Claims that “the claimant’s right to com- 
pensation is controlled by the statute forbid- 
ding him to charge or receive any commis- 
sion, pay, or perquisit for any official service 
of any character or description whatsoever, 
or to receive any additional pay, extra allow- 
ance, or compensation for any service what- 
svever.” The law cited as governing the 
case by both courts made it a misdemeanor 
punishable on conviction by fine or impris- 
onment or both even to lay claim to extra 
pay, commission, or perquisit. 


PARNELL’S ARREST. 

Mr. Smalley, who may be said to speak for 
the British Government so entirely does he 
represent its side of the question in the con- 
troversy with the Lrish, in effect admits seat 
the arrest of Parnell was without strict@egal 
justification. In his New York Tribune cor- 
respondence he says of Parnell: “He be- 
lieved, and I am bound to say he had some 
color for his beiief, that he could brave the 
Government with impunity so long as he 
kept within the letter of the law.”’ And 
again: “He forgot, or perhaps did not 
Know, that there is a limit to English respect 
for legal technicalities, and that there is.one 
maxim to which, whatever his ‘politics or 
Sympathies, every Englishman subscribes. 
The safety of the Kingdom is the supreme 
law. ‘The people of England, the immense 
majority of them, have lohg been convinced 
that Mr. Parnell ought to be shut up.” Mr. 
Sinalley quotes a wit as saying, “If Mr. 
Forster had not arrested Mr. Parnell, Mr. 
Parnell was likely before long to arrest Mr. 
Forster,” and adds: “That is not truein 
the leiter, of course, but itis perfectiy true 
that the league was better obeyed than 
the castle.” Again Mr. Smalley says: 
“The tenantry had really come to 
consider him [Parnell] — irresistible. A 
rude shock will be given to this no- 
tion by his imprisonment, Yery likely 
they will regard him as amartyr, but what 
they’ want just now is not a martyr, but a 
leader, and Mr. Parnell cannot lead from 
inside four stone walls”; and “If it does 
not concillate it constrains. Ireland is to be 
ruled justly and even generously, but she is 
to be ruled.”’ .This is doubtless the line of 
reasoning of the Gladstone Administration, 
and it shows that in arresting -Parnell the 
Government did not have eyen a technical 
case against him. He was “shut up” be- 
cause the people of England had long 
thought that he ought to be “shut up,” law 
or no law. He was arrested to deprive the 
league of a leader, because in Parnell it 
possessed a leader so adroit and so powerful 
that it was “better obeyed than the castle.” 
In a word, Mr. Parnell was arrested because 
he had organized the only sort of revolution 
that could possibly make head against the 
British Government—a revolution resting 
solely on negations. The only answer to 
the league order to tenants to pay no rent 
was universal eviction, and in the end uni- 
versal eviction meant starvation to the land- 
lords as well as to the tenants. The no-rent 
order of the league was the equivalent of a 
proposition to wipe out, as with a sponge, the 
last. penny of the fifteen million pounds of 
the landlords’ rent-roil. But to do all this it 
was hot proposed to take one unconstitn- 
tional step. Against the proposition of the 
tenant to pay no rent the landlord had his 
legal remedy—eviction—and Mr, Gladstone’s | 


it appears | 
that nearly all these purchasers had boughtin | 


charge against Parnell at Leeas, that “he 
had preached the gospel of public plunder,” 
and, later, his assertion that “the doctrine of 
‘no rent’ was sheer rapine,” were not justi- 
fied by the situation from a strictly legal 
point of view. The only ground upon which 
the characterization of the no-rent doctrine 
as “public plunder” and “sheer rapine” 
could be justified would be the assumption 
of the right of the British Government not 
to aid landlords in evicting non-paying ten- 
ants, but to aid them in compelling tenants 
to till the soil and pay rents. Of course, 
this is a monstroasly absurd proposition, but 
it is in fact the proposition to which the 
Governwent in desperation has been forced 
to commit itself. For it has undertaken 
forcibly to break dewn the Land League by 
arresting its leady +on the ground that they 
have “ preached whe gospel of public plun- 
der” and “ sheer rapine,” when in fact they 
have done nothing of the sort, but, on the 
contrary, have relied upon peaceable meas- 
ures, upon negations. Mr. Smaliey is quite 
right in characterizing the British Lrish pol- 
icy as “* the logic’of the clenched fist.” 


SOME CURIOSITIES IN CRIME. 

Within the past day or two the Chicago 
courts have furnished several cases, which, 
if not exactly belonging to the category of 
causes cclebres, are at least curious enough 
to attract more than ordinary attention. 

The most notable of these cases was that 
which resulted in the discharge of Mrs. 
Robert, who has been confined in the insane 
asylum during the past two years. Some- 
thing more than two years ago this Mrs. 
Robert killed a mar named Weber, whose 
mistress she had begn many years before. 
Weber had given Mrs. Robert an allowance 
during the lifetime of a boy who was sup- 
posed to be the offspring of their illicit rela- 
tions, but cut off this. allowance after the 
child’s death. The woman had made re- 
peated efforts to secure means for her sup- 
port or indemnification for injuries Which 
she claimed as the result of her acquaintance 
with Weber, and one day during the progress 
of a conference on this subject shot Weber. 
The defense put forward:in her behalf was 
insanity, and the jury before which she was 
tried returned a verdict finding that she had 
killed Weber, but also that she was insane at 
the time she committed the act, and that she 
had not at the time of the trial fully recey- 
ered from her insanity. She was taken to 


“the asylum under an order pf the Court, 


and has now been discharged, after two 
years of confinement, as perfectly sane and 
elititied to freedom from restraint, 

The opinion delivered by Judge Rogers in 
ordering the discharge of Mrs. Robert is full 
of significance. Ile could not, of course, in 
his judicial capacity declare outright that the 
verdict acquitting Mrs. Robert of responsi- 
bility for the murder of Weber was a farce, 
but he has intimated very broadly that such 
is his opinion: “ We all know that in cases 
of this kind,” says.Judge Rogers, “the 
recognition of insanity as a defense in crim- 
inal prosecutions is frequently the last refuge 


of our overcredulous and too sympathetic

jurors’; and he adds that he does not feel 
justified “in giving that wefght to the ver- 
dict which he would under other convictions 
of insanity where the facts leading up to 
homicides by lunatics were free from the 
emotional, sentimental, and sensational facts 
of the case we are now considering.” Judge 


73 | Rogers could not be governed by a verdict 


which was evidently the result of false sym- 
pathy, found Mrs. Robert a sane woman 
from the evidence before him, and all but 
expressed the opinion that she had never 
been insane. 

The bare facts in the Robert case suffice to 
convince any sensible person that this 
woman was never insane in the proper sense 
of the term, and that the piea of insanity was 
trumped up to secure her acquittal on the 
charge “of murder. She killed Weber be- 
cause she had a grudge against him. The 
jury which tried .her relieved her of the re- 
sponsibility of the homicide because it be- 
lieved her grudge was well grounded, and 
insanity was a mere pretext for evadi e 
penalty of the law. If sympathy for 
cused and an estimate of previous injiry 
were permitted in all cases to condone the 
taking of human life, the convictions for 
murder would be asew and far between as 
angels’ visits. So far, this false theory has 
been applied mainly in murder cases where 
a woman is involved, either as a principal or 
the cause of the homicide, A man who kills 
his wife’s paramour is acquitted on the 
ground of insanity, theugh the jury believe 
the accused to have acted not only in a de- 
liberate manner, but sensibly and honorably. 
Mrs. Robert was adjudged insane because 
the jury thought Weber had treated her 
badly. 

The law is set aside in all these cases, and 
emotion takes the place of jurisprudence. 
llow far sentfment may go in the way of ap- 
proving murder whenever a woman is in- 
volved is a question which ought to give 
the community a good deal of concern. 
Proper consideration for the sanctity of hu- 
man life would suggest that insanity which 
takes the shape of killing people, with a de- 
liberate purpose of revenging or punishing 
an alleged injury, is of that dangerous kind 
which, in its peculiar character, is incurable; 
and that such insane persons, no matter how 
sane they may be in all other matters, are 
subject to murderous outbreaks at any time 
when there may be what appears to them a 
sufficient prevocation. The logical con- 
clusion from such a theory would be thas 
persons acquitted of responsibility tor mur- 
der on account of emotional insanity should 
be confined in some proper place during 
their natural lives, in order tunat their emo- 
tion may not at.some future time betray 
them into killing other pers>ns. 

The Taylor divorce case must. have been 
as embarrassimg tO Judge Anthony as the 
Robert insanity case was to Judge Rogers; 
and it illustrated another defect in law 
which, though not so dangerous as that 
which sets free the emotionally insane, is a 
menace at domestic peace. Taylor was able 
to procure a divorce from his wife in this 
city a year before she became aware of the 
fact, continued living with her during most 
of this period, got drunk on her earnings, 
and wound up by marrying another woman. 
The case before Judge Anthony was to set 
aside the decree of separation previously 
granted by Judge Jameson, on the ground 
that it was procured by fraud. The testi- 
mony in the latest suit was very conflicting, 
and an immense amount of lying was done 
on one side or the other. Judge Anthony 
seems to have been guided to a proper con- 
clusion (setting aside the divorce as fraudu- 
lent) mainly by the fact, revealed by the evi- 
dence, that Taylor: was depraved enough 
to do everything that had been charged upon 
him, and hence it was fairer to believe the 
evidence offered by the wife than that offered 
by the husband. Meanwhile an appeal 
against this decision leaves two wives to one 
scoundrel—one with a child 3 years old and 
the other with an unborn child, and neither 
of them with an assured status of the femme- 
sole or the legitimacy of wifehood. The 
ramifications of the case were curious and 
interesting, but it is not necessary to recount 
them in order to show that greater care 
should be exercised by our courts in divorce 
proceedings to guard against frauds and in- 
juries that can never be set right by subse- 
quent decrees. 

A study of such court proceedings as we 
bave briefly told leads up te the conclusion

1 do not believe in his insanity, and I recollect 
no act orsymptom of sy *- in his life while 
under my observation hink that he was 
born with a special genius for mischief, and has 
had a real inspiration for it ail bis days; but that 
is bot saying he i insane, unless we alse call nat- 
ural genius and inspiration for good things, 
such as invention, music, etc., insurity. I un- 
derstand insanity to be unsoundness—disease of 
the brain; and | do not think Guiteau has that, 
any more than bears and lions baveit. With 
these views and the memory of my sore experi- 
ence with your client, 1 am afraid I should have 
to testify strongiv aguinst your main plea, and 
perbaps should be the means of sending bim to 
the gallows. 


“Ficrion,” the new periodical of the pub- 
lishers of Puck, whose aim is dénoted by its 
title, contains this week a clever local sketch 
called * The End of New York.” This describes 
the breakihg out of war between the United 

tatés-and Spain in 1882, the arrival of a Spanish 
fleet, the battle of Fire Island, and tne bombard- 
ment of the metropolis, which is reduced to 
ruins by the use of torpedoes. Finally the city 
is compelled to surrender and promise an im- 
mense indemnity in money, when a Chilian 
fleet comes to avenge the merciless bombard- 
mént of Valparaiso by the Spaniards in 1866, and 
demolishes the bombarding fleet.

CASTLE BLAYNEY, Noy. 1.—The Heralc’s 
special says: At last, after a struggle of two 
years, landlord and tenant came on Monday 
face to. face before the Judges to decide 
what was fair rent. The first case examined 
under the Land act has just been decided 
here. Its result -is a sweeping reduction, 
amounting altogether.to £2 15;ina yearly 
rental of £8 163. Two Comuniissions are sit- 
ting, but that at Castle BDiayney Was more 
important than that at’ Belfast, the latter be- 
jag eoncerned with eases under the Ulster 
eustom, the former being in a district 
Where smalier holdings prevail, and being 
more likely to bring out the characteristic 
features of the land question. Castle Blayney 
is surrounded by much wretched dand and 
minute holdings.

TUR HOME OF THE MOLLIF MAGUIRES. 
Near by is the famous Barony of FamMey, 
where Mr. French, author of “ leatities 
of Irish. Life”’ was an agent. The 
coming of the Commissioners attract- 
ed a number of person to the 
town, mostly tawyers.

The 
holding is ten acres, the rent £8 16s, and 
the Government valuation £6. McAta- 
vey is .an intelligent young fellow, 
about 28 years old, who, after considerable 
wandering, having lived in the United States 
four years, returned to his native lahd and 
claimed possession of a holding which his 
uncle then held. Since then he has lived 
mostly as arailway employé in England, be- 
ing, as the landlords’ counsel characterized 
him, “an absentee tenant.” 

THE FIST WITNESS FOR THE TENANT 
was, unfortunately, a lanientable failure. 
He was Vincent Smith, surveyor and valua- 
tor forsome of the largest estates in the 
North of Ireland, who swore he surveyed 
MecAtavey’s holding last week, and gave an 
official estimate that it was worth 10s 2d per 
acre; but the cross-examination brought out 
that ne made a valuation for the jandlord 
in 1876, when he valued the holding at 2 
shillings 8 pence per acre. Whemconfronted 
with the former figures, the witness said that 
he rendered the valuation by order of the 
landlord, without regard to his own estimate ; 
but, as this admission convicted him of fraud 
in giving a false valuation, i:e left the court 
discomfited and ruined as a witness in any 
future cause. .

then gave his testimony. He proved by doc- 
uments that his landlord had-forced him to 
sign an agreement contracting out of 
all benefits of the Ulster custom... This 
ewas not denied, and is a point in 
the tenant’s favor.

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Keller’s Picture-Frame Factory Burned 
ve out. 

The alarm from Box 764 at 11:04 o'clock 
last night, followed by a 211 alarm sixteen 
niinutes later, was caused by tule discovery 
of tire in the boiler-room at the rearof George 
Keller’s picture-frame, molding, and mir- 
ror factory, Nos. 15 to 21 Lllinols street. 
The blaze was first seen by Walter Roach, 
the Captain of the tug-boat J. V. Wood, and 
by him called to the attention of the night- 
watchman of the establishment, a German 
named FWtz Bucher. The latter turned 
in the alarm, When first ‘seen ‘the 
fire seemed to be confined to the combined 
boiler-room and dry-kiln, a two-story brick 
structure connected with the main building 
atthe rear. ‘The drying-room was over the 
builer-room, and it appeared to those 
who saw the fire in its early 
siage as though the seat of the blaze 
was that dry-kiln, which was probably 
overheated, ‘The fire spread rapidly, and 
svon the main building, a three-story frame 
structure, 50x80 feet in dimensions and 
three ~~ high, with its inflammable 
contents tinder-like wood, shavings, 
and varnish, was one massof flames. The 
apparatus of the Fire Department having ex- 
perienced no little difficulty in progressing 
through the dense and deep mud of the 
streets in the neighborhood, were somewhat 
slow in getting at work, but when the play 
of water*shad begun in earnest the danger of 
further spreading was averted and the fire 
svon under control. The boiler-room and 
the interior of the main building were com- 
pletely destroyed, and the contents of each 
will. doubtless prove to bea total loss. In 
the boiler-room were nothing but the engines, 
but in the factory proper was a large stock 
of expensive. woods, cornices, moidings, 
and finished frames. ‘They were all ruined 
beyond repair by the fire, smoke, and water. 
Next to the factory, on the east, stood a one- 
and-a-half-story frame building, 50x40 feet, 
wherein were stored alarge amount of fin- 
ished work. and more costly materials. 
Though the fire itself was not communicated 
to this smaller building--and the firemen de- 
serve credit for preventing such communica- 
tion, though the two buildings are not con- 
nee ted—the men found it necessary to del- 
uge the store-room and office with water, 
thereby causing a great damage to 
the contents. Mr. Keller, the owner, 
who had the misfortune last spring to suffer 
a jarge loss from fire in the establishment, 
appeared upon the scene and watched with 
extreme nervousness the demolition of his 
property. He said that he estimated the 
value of the factory—building, stock, 
fixtures, and machinery—at about $50,000, 
and upon it all he had an insurance 
of abuut $15,000, placed by an agent named 
Howe, in what companies he did not kuow. 
llis loss he could not estimate till after he 
had gone through the burned portion. It 
was estimated by those most competent, un- 
der the circumstances, to judge—the firemen 
themselves—that the loss would fall in the 
near neighborhood of $20,000—35,000 each on

‘The rail- 
ruad had been sold under the mortgages, 
and a revagrnization had been made by the 
purchasers under which the line had been 
operated. The purchasers of the main and 
extension lines were different, and they were 
put in possession, subject to the payment of 
these claims allowed or to be allowed by the 
Court. ‘lhe purchasers had made provision 
for the payment of the claims by 
the issue of bonds, the _ proportion 
to be issued by the main and 
extension lines, being settled by stipulation 
between the parties. ‘The principles on 
which all the claims were to be settled were 
established. Monday the decree was drawn 
to be entered at Indianapolis yesterday, and 
at Springtield today, directing the purchasers 
to pay the claims within sixty days. Al-

Compressed Air as a Motor. 
The Phitadelphia Record has the following 
regarding the use of cowpressed air as a 


motor:

The 
@riil soon begin an exteusive series af  experi- 


ments with a compr air motor, with the 
view of introducing this new system un each of 
its lines if satisfactory results ure reached. A 
singie car is being fitted with machinery to test 
the abi.ity of the motor to perform ite work. If 
the car runs properly, ten others will be sup- 
plied wita engines and a thorough test made for 
efficiency economy. This system bas been 
in use for ten years in Nantes, France, but 
when an attempt was recenutiy made to intrvo- 
duce it in Paris the omnibus companies success- 
fully opposed the innevation, It is the inven- 
tion of a Frencnman named L. McKarski. The 
motor can be attached to cars as built at pres- 
ent with but little diffieulty. The engine and 
battery of sixteen cylinders to contain com- 
pressed air will be underneath tbe 
car, while on the front platform the engineer 
and machinery for controlling the car 
will be placed. The cylinders will be charged 
witb 100 cubie feet of air compressed to the dens- 
sity of thirty atmospheres, or a pressureof 450 
pounds to the square inch. In transmission to 
the engine the air will be passed through hot 
water, which will further increase its pressure. 
The engineer by means of a gauge can control 
the pressure applied to the piston-rod, which 
willbe about that of steam io ordinary run- 
ning. A speed of twenty miles an bour can be 
obtained from the engine, which is designed to 
run seven miles before the cylinders will ueed 
recharging. The engine now being built at 
the Philadelphia Hydraulic Works for vcom- 
pressing air is of ap entirely new pattern and 
unusuaily strong. A merit claimed for the new 
motor is that it does not require no experienced 
eugineer to runit. The representatives of the 
petentee in this country expect to accomplish 
wonderful resuits with the motor, thougn 
mechanical engineérs think it will not be abie to 
——- in winter over a track covered with snow 
and ice. 


A New BRatilroad to the West. 

The old project of a new railroad from 
Baltimore to Cincinnati to run parallel with 
the-line of the Baltimore & Ohio Railroad 
has been revived. ‘The new railway is to be 
known as the Baltimore, Cincinnati & West- 
ern-Central. A fotmer titre was Baltimore, 
Cincinnati & Western. The addition of ‘the 
“Central” relates to the route chosen, which, 
in addition to running parallel with the Bal- 
timore & Ohio, will lie about midway be- 
tween that road and the Chesapeake & Ohio. 
A prospectus of the new road has been is- 
sued, in which its projectors claim that they 
are acting in perfect good faith, and aver 
that the construction of this road is assured, 
more than a sufficient amount of capital hav- 
ing been subscribed. Ex-Secretary-ot-the- 
Nivy Richard W. Thompson has accepted - 
the Presidency of the company, and is to be 
associated in the management with Heury Bb. 
Hatmmond, President of the Indianapulis, Dé- 
catur & Springtieid Railroad and of the Boston 
and New York Air Line. The latter gentle- 
man will be at the head of the construction 
company. Chief among the supporters of 
the new road appears the Erlanger syndi- 
cate, Which controls the great Southern sys- 
tem of railways, and which has recently 
been vigorously extending its grasp to all 
uvuilable lines im the Seuth, Mr. William 
li. Vanderbilt and np | Gould are alsv re-

EASY PAYMENTS. 


Some of the Perils of the System. 

Mr. M. O. Robinson, a La Salle street lawyer, 
advertised yesterday for persons who had pur- 
chased furniture from a certain man who was in 
business on the West Side. A reporter called on 
Mr. Robinson and asked him the meanimeg of the 
advertisement. He said that this man had been 
selling furniture on the “ easy payment” plaa, 
and had beaten forty or tifty persons at the same 
aid game which has been exposed by the news- 
papers so tnany times, The ne:cbborhood in which 
the establisbinent was situnted abounded in poor 
people who were anxions to livé as cheaply as 
possible, and their business had, been very suc- 
cessful. The plan was to sell furniture, taking 
hotes in payinent and a chattel mortgage on the 
furniture te secure the payment of the notes. 

Mr. Robinson said, he represented a laboring 
man named F. M. Green, who worked ina West 
Side foundry. Mr.Green bad purchased furni- 
ture to the value of S100 trom this Inangand bac 
viven notes to pay 8% per mouth and a chattel 
mortgage on the furniture to secure them. At 
the end of the tirst month Mrs. Green bad gone 
to the store ty take up the first note, and had 
been informed by the proprietor that the notes 
were in bis safe and be had lost the combina- 
tion. He would give ber a reccipt for the money, 
however, and he did so. This was kept up, and 
when the lost combination scheme wus old the 

roprietor told Mrs. Green that his safe had 
cen broken irto and the notes stolen. and he 
had offered a reward for their return. Mrs, 
Green held twelve receipts, represeoting pay- 
wents of &6 cach, but bad received none of the 
notes, 

Some time ago, Mr.- Robinson said, this man 
went out of business, and Green's notes atm) the 
chattel mortgage turned up ia the hands of a 
broker doing business on Clark street. He held 
n number of notes given to the furniture man 
by parties who bad been served in the same way 
as Mr. Green, bad foreclosed some morages. 
tuking the furniture, and bad threatened to 
foreciose others. Mr. Robinson argued that 
there was a put uP job between the two, us the 
broker bad not turned up witb the notes until 
the other nan bad gone out of business. 

Lust week Mr. Robinson had the furniture 
man arrested for olfaining money under false 
pretenses, and the case is to come up before 
Justice Prindiville today.

Culmination of an Old Feud in the

farms joined and were about a mile from 
the *“*Grove.”’ The quarrel had reached that 
stage when the members ofeach family weie 
forbidden to enter onthe premises of the 
other. A few days ago some hogs of the 

Rileys disappeared, and believing that they 

were onthe Afflick premises one of the 

Rileys made a visit to the pen of the Afflicks 

tov look up his porcine property. Befvre he 

got back home he received a most unmerci- 
ful beating at the hands -of his enemies, 
which laid him up. Of course, the Riley 


faction determined on vengeance. ‘The 
first meeting between the enemies oc- 
curred on Saturday last in Midd@® Grove. 


Stout.Riley was in Stephens & Noel's store 
whet Tom Afflick entered, and was taking a 
drink of water when Stout, afler some pre- 
liminary words, commenced an onslaught 
with a knife. The two clinched, whlien 
Fletch Afflick came up and interfered to 
keep his brother from getting cut to death. 
Then George Riley interfered and was taking 


of his engagement with Stout Riley, fired on 
George Riley, killing him almost instantly. 
According to evidence at the inquest, which 
was heid Sunday, George Riley received 
two pistol-wounds, one entering the right of 
the back and coming out of the left side 
front, and one entering the right side of the 
forehead and imbedding in the brain.

This statement puts the shooting on 
Tom Afflick, though others declare it 
was impossible for Tom -to have done 
the shvooting that produced death—the body 
wound—from the attitude of the combat- 
ants: ami that there was no wound in the 
head. However, the official testimony holds, 
aud both the Afflicks are under arrest, 
charged with the killing. The preliminary 
trial may throw some further light on 
the facts. No pistol was found in the hands 
ot Tom Afflick, though his brother is said to 
have commenced the shooting. Tom Atflick 
is charged with the homicide, his brother as 
accessory. The coffin for the body of George 
Kiley went out from this city today, and the 
burial took place this afternoon. Deceased 
leaves a wife and three children. With oe 
exception the Afflicks and Rileys have hitl 

erto borne the reputation of peaceable and 


respectable farmers. The affair has caused 
agreat stir in the usually quiet neighbor- 
pood where it occurred.

Ile was charged with grand larceny, 
and was arrested in Van Zandt County, 
Texas, almost on the eve of his marriage to 
a beautiful young lady, his first wife having 
obtained a divorce while he was a fugitive 
from justice. The escape was cunningly 
planned. The prisoner feigned illness, and 
was placed in the upper story of the prison; 
at his request the jailer went over to the 
post-office, Richards saying that upon that 
evening he expected to receive a letter from 
his betrothed in Texas.

The Taxpayers’ League of Cincinpati 
Making It Warmitor Taxeaters. 
Special Duspatch to The Uhicaco Tribune 

CIncINNATI, O., Nov. 1.—The Taxpayers’ 
League of this city, organized less than five 
years ago, has become. an important factor 
in the municipal government. Its member- 
ship now includes nearly all the heavy tax- 
payers, and they find it a convenient and 
effective channel. for efforts in the direction 
of municipal economy and reform. At the 
meeting tuday a committee appointed for 
that purpose reported in detail as to the an- 
nual cost of maintaining the Health Depart- 
ment and the manner in which the money is 
| used. The Health Board has lost caste, and 
for some time has been looked upon asa 
profligate ayg corrupi body. Hence the at- 
| tention’ which it is reeeiving from the Tax- 
| payers’ League. The committee found that 
the Health Board is expending 345,000 annu- 
ally, and that $18,000 of this sum.can be saved 
without impairing the elliciency of the de- 
partuuent. They recommend the immediate 
dismissal of the Superintendent of Markets 
and of the sanitary policemen, fiye market 
watchmen, twu market sweepers, and seven 
assistant marketmasters. The recomumenda- 
tion was adopted by the league, and the Board 
of Health was requested to act in accordance 
wiih it. In the event of a retusal 
ov the part of the board to comply with the 
recomimendaiion, the league has euipowered 
its Exegtitive Committee to draw up 4 bill to 
the Begisiature, asking that the present 
Board of Health for this city be abolished, 
and its duties revert toa new board, to be 
elected by the people on a general licket-al 
large. The board as at present constituted 
is uppointed by the Mayor, and that ofticer is 
ex-officio its President. The present Mayor 
has never met with the

The marriage of 
unbealthy persons snould pot be ailuwed. An- 
other cause of physical disabilities was that peo- 
pie labored too hard or not Bard enough—gen- 
erally not enough. Plenty of physical exercise 
Should be taken, and there sbould be family 
prize-tighters or trwwers instead of family phy- 
sicians. Intoxicating liquors were destriactive 
to the complexion; beer and hot whisky, the 
favorit drinks Wilh Chicago ladies, were partic- 
ularly bad. 

The Professor exhibited on the stage a colored 
woman (a handsomely-attired octorvon who 
might easily be mistaken for a Caucasian) and 
stated that, as per advertisement, be would pro- 
duce “the greatest human traosformation ever 
known—tnake this colored girl grow white.”” He 
would exbibit her again next Tuesday after one 
week's treatinent, and the following 
Tuesday after two wees’ treatment, and 
so on until, at the twelfth lecture, sbe 
would appear with face permanently 
white. The Professor said he also proposed 
to transform an ugly woman into a. bandsome 
woman right betore his audience during the 
comimg weeks of tne course. As yet he had 
been unable to get a homely woman who would 
acknowledge herself such, and consent to be ex- 
perimented with, though a fair amount of 
money was offered as an inducement. The 
ladies in the audiéace were asked to keep their 
eyes open fur some pimoply, thick-skinned, but 
regular-featured female who would consent to 
be made permanently beautiful in public, 


NO PAY, NO ROOMS. 
A GOOD CONCERN TO AVOID, 

There isa room-renting concern which holds 
forth in a cockioft on the South Side, and about 
which a word or two.of infa@rmation will perhaps 
be of service to people who’might otherwise go 
around in answer to its advertisements in an 
ufternoon sheet in seareh of rooms. The pre- 
requisit for undertaking to furnish an applicant 
with a room or rooms is a deposit by the said 
applicant of 2 in cash. If the rooms 
are not obtained within a_ certain time 
the concern professe$ tp-return the money, and, 
to secure the party. furnishes him or her witha 
receipt and the note ofthe concern, —— 
to refund in case it fails tow#arry out its part o 
the bargains There may be some difference ot 
opinion asto the value of such security as an 
unsecured note, but such as it 1s, it is all the ap- 
plicant gets in return for good cash. 

Judging trom the remarks of a lady applicant 
whont a reporter found conversing yesterday 
afternoon with one of the firm—a beardless 
yvuth with a gameeye and an abnormal devo- 
tion to the use of slang—the public do not take 
any too. kindly to this method of room-renting. 
The lady in question was perfectly willing 
to pay 32 after she had found tne desirable 
quarters she wasin search of, but, as she some- 
what forcibly declared, “she just. wouldn't 
put up $2in advance for something she might 
never get,”’ especially when there were room- 
renting agencies eisewhere that assisted people 
to tind houses, rooms, thats, ete., with- 
out charging them a, cent. but looking to the 
owner of the property or the landlord to re- 
munoerate them for their trouble and expense. 
The youth referred to suid they couldn't do busi- 
ness in that way—thut they must have the 
money down or they wouldn't do «a thing—and 
the.lady rather precipitately took ber departure. 


TEARING UP STREETS. 
THE LODSE WAY IN WHICH PAVEMENTS ARE RE- 
PLACED. 

The attention of a reporter was attracted 
yesterday by the shockingly imperfect way im 
which the Mutual Union Telegraph Company 
and the Western Indiana Railroad Company had 
replaced the pavement on that part of Dear- 
born street north of Madison which was torn up 
by them the otherday for the purpose of laying 
their underground cable. When the pavement 
was torn up it was in excellent condition. The 
biocks were laid origivally with tar and gravel, 
as required by the specitications, upon a goud, 
substantial filling. The viocks as replaced by 
the two companies, or whoever is doing the 
cable-laying, were put down upon mud which 
had been thrown in from the street, and the 
interstices of the blocks were filled in with coal 
ausbes and similar rubbish, the result. being that 
if this bitof pavement right along the carb is 
long in this condition, but a tew weeks of frost 
and rain will 

SET THE BLOCKS AFLOAT, 
and the destruction of the entire puvement will 
seon follow. 

This same careless way of doing business had 
been noticed by the reporter before. It was, ac- 
cording to his recollection, of constant oecur- 
rence, where a street was dug up for the purpose 
vi laywwg duwu water-pipes, gas-pipepror mak- 


ing excavations, and he 
amiss, therefore, to make uiries 
of the proper officers at City- as to who 
was responsible- for the to 
the pavements by this tinkering with them, and 
why it was that the rtment of Public 
Works, under whose supervision all this business 
of breaking up the streets is carried on, did not 
see that the pavements were replaced in the 
same good condition they were in wWwhen 
the workmen began taking them up. 
He first ioquired of Secretary Meade 
as to what guarantee the city had that the 
Mutual Union Telegraph Company would re- 
luce the pavement as it had been found. Mr. 

eade stated that the company had obtained a 
perinit to lay its cables under the direction of 
the Department of Public Works, under whose 
direction it was also to replace the pavement in 
as good a condition as they foundit. Afew mo- 
ments later Mr. Fogarty was seen, and he stated 
that George BL, Switt & Co., who had the cuntract 
for laying the cable, bad obtained permission 
for opening the street, and deposited money 
for the city to replace the pavement, and the 
city was now doing the work thoroughly, and 
had got north ou Dearborn street as tar as 
Adams. The city preferred to replace the pave- 
ment, since by 60 doing it had full control as to 
how it should be relaid.

THIS YEAR’S TAXES. 
FIGURE OUT WHAT YOU WILL HAVE TO PAY. 
The County Clerk yesterday commenced ex- 

tending the tax for 1881 for ail purposes, and 
expects to have the books ready for the col- 
lectors earlier than usual—certainly within the 
time pres®ibed by the statutes. 

The following figures will enable each tax- 
payer to make his own calculations as to what 
his taxes for all purposes will be for 1881, as weil 
astocompare the future with the past.

CRAGIN TO LIEB. 

THE WATER DEPARTMENT TO BE INVESTIGATED 
IF THE EMPLOYES ARE ALLOWED TO TELL 
WHAT THEY KNOW. 

At the last annual mecting of the Citizens’ 
Association, héid a few days ago, Mr. Edward F. 
Cragin took oegasion to remark, in Ahe course 
of a discussion on the need of practical civil- 
service reform in the Municipal Administration, 
that he had heurd it stated, on what he supposed 
to be good authority, that the stealings in the 
Water Department alone amounted to quite a 
considerable sum—or words very much to 
that cffect. When Gen. Lieb’s eye lit on 
the stutement in the newspapers the next 
morning. he dipped his gvose-quill in red ink 
and sat down and wrote Mr. Cragin a somewbat 
tart communication, calling on him to make 
good his charges, and inutimatmg that, if he 
didn’t, it would be well for bim forever after to 
hold his peace. Mr. Cragin virtuaily, retorted 
that he would * see him iater,”’ or, to be mure 
precise, wrote him a note, acknowledging the 
receipt of bis favor, and informing the irate 
Superintendent of the Water Department that 
he would forward bim a further communication 
before many days. He was as goud as bis word, 
and Gen. Lieb is probably now pondering over 
this latest contribution to the episiolary’war: 

THE RIGHT WAY TO INVESTIGATE. 

"*CuoIcaGo, Nov. 1.—flermann Lieb, Esq., 
Superintendent of Water—Sin: In yours of 
the 26th ult., you requested me, in jus- 
tice to; you and myself, to persist in hav- 
ing a committee of investigation appointed 
by the Citizens’ Association, with a view of hav- 
jug the Water Ollice, under your charge, thor- 
vughly overbauled without delay. 

“if you will be so kind asto sign and return 
the inciosed jorder, with the indorsement of his 
Honor the Mayor,,;Lam pleased to inform you 
that you can depend upon your wishes being 
carried out.

The inclosed order, referred to in the fore- 

going letter, is as follows; 

“CHICAGO, Nov. L—To the Officera, Clerics, and

may be requested by the duly authorized repres- 
entatives of the Citizens’ Assceciation of Chicago, 
and furnish them. or either of then, the tacil- 
ities for copying any of the Dooks or papers be- 
longing to your department.”

means, in case of an investigation, to make it a 
thorough and searching one, and that he pro- 
poses tohave the, employés of the Water De- 
partment assist in whatever unraveling and un- 
tanwling there isto be done. To this end, be 
also proposes that nv employé shall have the ax 
suspended over his head, and the vision of the 
“vrand bounce”’ ‘before his eyes in cuse he 
should turn upanything unpleasant to the peace 
of mind of the person who presides over the de- 
partment. When Gen. Lieb signs the foregomg 
order, and thereby directs an bonest investigu- 
tion, with no shamming and no covering up, the 
music will begin.

“Proclamation by Gov. Cullom Sched- 
uling Infected Localities 
in the East. 
“The Section of Ceuntry from 
Which Cattle Will Not 
Be Received. 


Oommunication from the Short-Horn Breed- 
ers’ Association. Urging the 
Above Action. 


Since the passage of the law entitled “ An 
act to suppress and prevent the spread of 
pleuro-pneumonia among cattle,” Gov. Cul- 
lom has been besieged by cattle-breeders 
throughout the West asking him to issue a 
proclamation scheduling localities where the 
Speculators, who have 
of late years derived large revenues from the 
sale of calves to Western feeders, which are 
found in large numbers in the Eastern dairy 
‘districts, have asserted that the reports con- 
cerning the existence of pleuro-pneumonia 
are greatly exaggerated, and that the issuing 
of aproclamation was uncalled-for and would 
work great injury to the localities proscribed. 
The United States Treasury Cattle 
Commission recently petitioned the 
Governor schedule all that por- 
lying east of 
the Allegheny Mountains, which would em- 
brace much territory not heretotore consid- 
ered as being infected by this disease. The 
National Short-llorn Association, at their 
recent annual meeting at Jacksonvilie, LIl., 
appointed a committee to wait upon the 
Governor and request him to issue such a 
proclamation. Immediately following the 
adjournment of the convention the coimmit- 
tee thus appointed met and

FINANCIAL. 

Stocks showed no appreciable effect of the 
Newark kank failure. Some apprehensions had 
been felt among cxtra conservative mew about 
the result of the startling disclosures, but notb- 
ine oceurred to justify them. The market 
opened quiet at about the same figures as at the 
close the day before, and the subsedjuent fluctu- 
tions were not significant till after uoon, when 
mare active noney depressed everything 4 triile 
from Government bonds to wildcats. The vol- 
ume of transactions was lighi, aud the changes 
ip price were not important. Business in CUbi- 
cago was quiet, with a firmer fecting of cont- 
dence in values. 

The anthracite coal trade was never, the Phil 
adeiphia Ledger ade reported more favyorabie 
at this season of the year than just now. The 
demand for coalis noabated, and, notwitbstand- 
ing the production is some 3,000,000 to 4,000,000 
of tous in advance of last year’s supply, orders 
for coal are daily on the increase, as well trom 
the West as fromthe Last. And, as the hii- 
drance to an increased production of coal is 
kept up by a great lack of water at the 
mines, it does not seem probable that there will 
be such an inerease in the supply of coal as will 
materially bring down prices. At all the coal 
centres the orders ior eoal are greatly in ex- 
cess of the power and capacity of the dealers 
to supply. .The Ledyer is so steady and consisi- 
ent an advoeute of dear coal that il ‘regards a 
drouth which interferes with working the 
lt is certainly uot a benefit 
to the public. Whom does the Ledger represent? 
In New York 4he bull feeling has sensibly in- 
creased, the Heruld says. But the movement 
has been confined to board-room traders. Uul- 
siders may be plucking up their courage for a 
plunge, but up to this time they sit shivering on 
the shore, There is little doubt, however, that 
if the advance can be sustained for a week or 
ten days more aud a wood high tide of prices be 
reached they will venture in, with the usual re- 
sult of getting out of thei depth.

General Managers’ Committ the excep- 
tion of the commission to on business 
risks, The rate has heretofore;pech 10 per cent, 
and the Managers’ Committee recommended its 
extension, together with the adoption of a 15 per 
cent rate on outside or dwelling-house risks. 
The board adopted the latter recommendation, 
and in fact all the vthber recommendations ex- 
cept the old rate of 10 per cent on business 
risks, which they changed to 5. Why they should 
stick at that, except on the hypothesis that they 
wished to prevent a fusion, some'of the Ex- 
change people are a little puzzied to under- 
stand. A number of the board members, it ap- 
pears, likewise came to the conclusion that it 
was ruther unwise to change the old rate, and 
reduce it from W to 5, because. as one ot 
them explained yesterday, “it looked as though 
we did it to prevent the other fellows from com- 
mgin.” The meeting yesterday resulted in the 
undoing of this action, and the adoption of the 
oid rate of commission on business risks—1l0 per 
cent. The result was communicate)’ to the 
Managers’ Committee, and an answer will prob- 
ably be received before the week is out. As 
stated yesterday, the Exchange adopted the 
recommendations of that committee, reported 
the fact, and will probably bear from the Man- 


ugers within the same period. What the Man-. 


wrers will say and what the bodies will then do 
remains to be seen. 

One would uaturally suppose that, having left 
their differences to arbitrators, and having 
adopted the recommendations of the arbitrators. 
there was nothing to do but for the two bodivs 
to come together. But it would seem that 

SOME DIFFERENCES STILL EXIST, 
and that tne question which bas veen agitating 
the traternity for some little*time past is stiil 
unsolved.

CHICAGO POLITICS. 


Filling the Federal Offices—The Method 
Described by the Democratic Corre- 
spondent of a Keptucky Bourbon 


Newspaper. 
Correspondence Louisville Courter-Journal. 


CuicaGco, Oct. 2.—The announcement 
here this week ot the appointment of ex-Gov. 
John L. Beveridge as Sub-Treasuyer at Chi- 
eago, in place of Frank Gilbert, whose term 
of office expired Thursday, has created con- 
siderable political commotion, not so much 
from the importance of the ointment 
itself as from the fact that it iven rise 
to widespread discussion and ¢ ture re- 
garding the purposes of the pres@it Admin- 
istration, as well as the possibilities of the 
political futare of the different factions of 
the Republican party. This particular ap- 
pointment was certainly a great surprise 
here to the general public. First, because 
Frank Gilbert, one of the editors of the 
Eventing Journal of this city, had se- 
cured the oflice under Hayes, four 
years since, through the personal solicitation 
of his cousin, Bob Ingersell Mr. Gil- 
bert at that time not being looked upon as 
the most proper man for the position, but 
who has since so splendidly conducted the 
responsible office that he has gained the ad- 
miration and respect of all, and so general 
was the public desire for his retention in the 
position, that even- Gen. Logan himself ap- 
parently felt compelled to concede this, as 
he gave Mr. Ingersoll personally to under- 


| Stand that there would be no objectidn to his 


retention. Second, it was a still greater 
surprise that a political relic of so ancient 
and useless a character as John L. Bever- 
idge—so thoroughly fossilized that he was 
even considered agatized—should have been 
used as an instrument in the hands of the 
Stalwarts to so pointedly demonstrate the 
intention of their Administration to break 
down all public ideas of civil-service reform, 
and, in time, make a clean sweep in every 
direcuion. 

This man, John L. Beveridge, is really a 
carpet-bagger schoolmaster from Tennessee, 
himself having once been principal of a sem- 
inary there, and -his wife the preceptress. 
Ile straggled up into Illinois some littie time 
before the War and entered military life as a 
Major of Farnsworthi’s Eighth Illinois Caval- 
ry, was finally created Brevet Brigadier-Gen- 
eral, and, resigning before the expiration of 
the War, returned here and was elected 
Sheriff of Cook County. one of the fattest 
*“*takes’”’ in the land at thattime. It will be 
remembered that John A. Logan was made 
Congréssinan-at-Large for this State in 69, 
On his election to the Unitea States Senate 
in ‘71, Beveridge was elected Congressmanh- 
at-Large to fill Logan’s unexpired term, 
In “72 he was elected Liecutenant-Governor 
of this State, with “old Dick” Oglesby 
at the head of the ticket. In ‘7% 
Oglesby was elected United States Senator, 
when Beveridge became a_ full-tledged 
Governor. At the expiration of the Guberna- 
torial term, in’76, he was the candidate for re- 
election, but was defeated for the nomina- 
tion by the tricky Cullom, our present Gov- 
ernor. in’77 Beveridge came to the front 


again as a pap-grabber, and made a strong: 


fight against William Hlenry Smith tor the 
position of Coilector of the Port of Chicago, 
but was beaten by the latter, whose term of 
un- 
questionably be relegated to political ob- 
security. This was supposed to have settled 
Beveridge. Hethen came to Chicago, and, 
in connection with a Mr. Dewey, begana 
sort of note-shaving business, which the firm

au already dead and unburied ‘** Grandfather 
Sinaliweed,” miraculously resuscitated at 
long intervals, at which shaking-up period 
he shouts for the “dear old flag” and a 
sinecure.

What Mr. Bernhard Hecht Demands 


8 of the “Chicago Trib- 


une.” 
The Testimony Which Caused County- 
Clerk ‘Klokke to Dismiss 
Him. 


What the Plaintiff and His Friends 
Have to Say ia His Be- 
half, 


Judge Gary’s Rulings Regarding 
Newspaper Criticism of Of- 
fenders. 


The trial of the suit of Bernhard Hecht vs. 
THe Tribune Company, in which 10,000 dam- 
ages are claimed for alleged libel, was begun 
before Judge Gary in the Superior Court yester- 
day morving. Messrs. Adolph Moses and Jacob 


Newman appeared for the plaintiff and Mr. A... 


S. Trude for the defendant. A jury Wwasy-o»- 
tained with little delay, about the only questions 
usked being as to the juror’s personal know!l- 
edge of the attorneys in the case, and whether 
toe factof the defendant being a corporation 
wouldin any degree affect their judgment in 
arriving at a verdict. 

MR. MOSES OPENED FOR THE PLAINTIFF. 
This was an action brougbt by Hecht, formerly 
a clerk in (gunty-Clerk Klokke’'s office, for the 
publication of an article in THe TRIBUNE of 
Dec. 30, 1880, in which the plaintiff was charged 
The article set forth 
that a Mr. Harris, who was about to be married, 
desired two avoid the publicauon of 
the fact that he hdd taken out 
a license in the County Clerk’s office. 
Hecht was acting as a clerk in the marriage- 
license departinent and made out the paper. In 
response to Mr. Harris’ inquiry as to whether 
the fact could be kept from the newspapers, 
which publish the list each day, Hecht said he 
would do it for $2, which Mr. Harris paid. The 
article went on to criticise Hecht’s action, said 
that he bad lowered himself to the level of a 
blackmailer and demanded ‘his instant disinissal 
by the County Clerk. Counsel said that if the 
facts were as alleged their publication might 
be considered 48 news matter, but he objected 
toa newspaper acting asa censor, and consti- 
tuting itself judge and jury. Hecht lost bis 
situauon and sultered in his reputation, and for 
this asked compeusation in the shape of casb. 

MR. TRUDE FOR THE DEFENSE 
said that the newspapers published the list of 
licenses each day as a matter of news, and the 
public looked for correct reports. The ommis- 
sion of names would render the list useless, and 
the suppression of the fuct that a license had 
been issued might enable a person to commit a 
frau@ and outrage a home. To publish the fact 
that John Smith bad soughta license to marry 
Sarah Jones, a girlunder lawful awe, might en- 
uble her parents or guardians to interfere in 
time to prevent-a wrong. Court proceedings 
andthe record of suits instituted were pub- 
lished by the press as matters of public interest. 
The developments in @ recent case [the Taylor 
case} showed that publication .in news- 
papers ot such matters = often went 
to protect the innocent from fraud and 
wrong. No clerk had a rght to secrete 
or conceal the issue. of a murriage license. 
County-Clerk Kiokke might perhaps have exer- 
cised his discretion in such a case if fully satia- 
tied of the “bona fides’’ of the application, or 
Mr. Harris might have made proper representa - 
tions to the newspaper editors. But fora clerk 
ina public office to trafiic in one of his duties 
for $1.0 or $2, andto barter his bonor in this 
way, approached—nay entered—the domain of 
black mail. ; 
THE FACTS WERE 

that Harris, being desirous of suppressing tem- 
porarily the fact that he had taken outa mar- 
riage license, wishing to avoid the “ gcuying”’ 
by bis triends which might follow, asked Jumes 
Durbam, an employé in the County- Building, to 
go with him to the County Clerk's oflice 
and see if the matter could be arranged. 
Durham was known there, and the idea was that 
he would ask it asa personal favor. But when 
Harris asked Hecht if it were possible to keep 
the matter quiet Hecht said in effect that it 
would cost ccnsiderable to silence the reporters, 
but that be would do it for $2. Harris put down 
the regular fee of $1.50, and Hecht reached down 
and pocketed the funds, Then Harris paid Mr. 
Galloway, the cashier of the office, the proper 
fee, he being the oflicer appointed to r ceive it. 
Durham was annoyed at whit bad buppened, 
and communicated the facts to Lawrence 
Hardy, a TRIBUNE reporter; but when Hardy 
went to Hecht and one Charies Proebsting, 
also a cierk in the marriage-license de- 

artment, both denied the whole transaction. 

t would be shown that Hecht told Mr. Galloway 
that Proebsting bad said to bim to “look 
out, for the old man would get onto him.” 
County-Clerk Kiockke muadea full examination 
of the case, and heard the evidence of Harris 
and Dunbum, and then of bis own monon and 
without the solicitation of THE TRIBUNE, dis- 
charged both Hecht and Proebating. The de- 
fénse to this suit would be a justification, un the 
ground that the facts set forth in the article 
complained of did actually and absolutely oc- 
cur. 

It was admitted that THe TRIBUNE of Dec. 30, 
1880, was published by Tue TKIBUNE Company, 
and Mr. Moses read the aliewed libel ang suudry 
other paragraphs bearing on the same subject, 
which appeared from time to time iu the paper. 
Objections were noted to the admission of these 
paragraphs, 

Mr. Moses then wanted the defense to admit

was understood as meaning the obtaining 
of money under false pretenses. This’, was 
not conceded, and the Court called for 
Websfer’s Dictionary. He said “ blackmail- 
ing means where’ a »yperson avails him- 
self of the opportunity of his position 
to extort money from another under threats of 
accusation or exposure. In its application to 
members of legislative bodies, for instauce, it 
means taki money to forego opposition to 
legisiation. ‘bere money is taken to help cer- 
tain legislation along. that is bribery. If an in- 
dividual goes to another and. extorts money as 
the price ot silence, that is. blackmail.”’ 

Mr. Moses objected to a paper characterizing 
acts by approbrious terms, but the Court said: 
“Suppose au administrator falsifies his accounts 
in the Probate Court, and retains méney from 
anestate. A newspaper publishes the facts, 
and goes on to speak of hini asa robber ot the 
poor or the orphan—that would be no libel. if 
the facts were truly stated, the natural infer- 
ence which the writer would draw from such 


facts wouid be proper, and no libel.”’ 


The defense thought * blackmail’ meant dis- 
honesty and fraud, but Mr. Trude said he was 
willing to accept the interpretation of the 
Court. and the dictionary, and would in due 
time ask ap instruction ’on that point. Black- 
mail bad not been made a crime by the Legisla- 
ture, but obtaining money by false ptetenses 
was a crime. The counsel subsided aud pro- 
ceeded to call their witnesses. 

’. T. Keily,a clerk in Moses & Newman's 
‘office, gave as his interpretation of the word 
“blackmail” that it meant obtaining money or 
other valuables by false pretenses. The youth- 
ful witness, in explanation of his standing as an 
expert, suid be had writtenan article for the 
Legal Adviser. 

The Court said it would not be competent to 
prove the generai meaning of this word through- 
out the LU nited States by this witness. Lut if be 
could testify that it bad a peculiar local mean- 
ing, that would be different. [In response to thei 
question the witness said he thought it bad, but 
confessed that. as he had never lived out of 
Chicago, be could not tell what acceptation the 
word was beld in elsewhere. He wus not cross- 


| examined, and the Court took a recess for lunch. 


At the afternoon sessiou 
THE PLAINTIFF, BERNHARD HECHT, 
took the stand. He testitied that was, in De- 
cember last, employed in the Statistical Depart- 
mentof the County Clerk's office, and assisted 
sometimes at the marriage-license window. 
Dec. 29, 1880, Mr. Harris came to the oflice with 
James Durham. Witness asked the ordinary 
questions as to the names and ages of the par- 
ties, and Charles Proebsting made out the li- 
cense from the affidavit thus prepared. 
When going «away i Harris laid $1.50 
before the witness, and he handed it 
to Proebsting. Harris never said to witness why 
he left the money. He supposed itwas for the 
tee. He never received $2 or any other sym 
from Harris for suppressing the publication of 
the license, and bad no conversation with him 
except as Lo the names and ages of the parties. 
Wituess was discharged by County-Clerk Kiokke 
Jan. 6, 1881. Kiokke said to him that he must 
bring some proof of his innocence, or else be 
discharged. If he could do 80 pe would 
be reinstated. His wages were $3.75 per day, 
and he was not employed for any specific time. 
Since being discharged he had tried to get into 
the County Treasurer's office, and the South 


Town Assessor's office, but bad not succeeded in y, 


getting anything to do until Friday last. 

In cross-examination the .witness acknowl- 
edged that Harris did ask bim if the matter 
could be kept quiet. Proebsting erased the

Witness could not name any 
other case during his service in the County 
Clerk's office where the money was handed to 
bim in payment for a fee, and by him handed to 
Proebsting or Galioway, He knew Al Reincke, ” 
now in the penitentiary, yut never asked Reincke 
wo intercede for hun with the reporter. He 
identified a letter signed by Proebéting and in- 
dorsed by himself which was vent to the Staats- 
Zeitung. In this communication Proebsting 
owned to having received the $1.50 from Hecht, 
who had received it from Harris. In reply to 
Mr. Trude witness said be had traveled, selling 
cigars and jewelry.

the matter suppressed. itness said he would 
not mind paying a cod@ple of dollars to 
keep the — out of the papers for twenty- 
four hours. Nothing more was said at the time, 
but when the paper was ready Hecht reached it 
out, and with the other hand took the $1.50 
which witness beld iu bis hand for the fee. Wit- 
ness did not lay the money before him; he wook 
it. Hecht said, * You go to the next window 
and pay another $1.50 and you will get your 
license.”” Witness did 60, and went away. After 
the article appeared in the paper Hecht came to 
witness’ house on Washington street, and said 
he bud been discharged, and wanted to ret 
back. We wanted witness to to County 
Clerk Kiokke. Witness asked what he could 
say—he could not say Hecht did not take the 
money. Hecht said, * I passed it to Proebsting.”’ 
Witness said he did not know what Hecht did 
withit. Then his wife and daughter came to 
witnese’ bouse and tried to work upon the syin- 
pathies of his (witness') wife. Heebt followed 
him around, and bothered him greatly to ipter- 
cede with KiokKe, offering hima p tofa 
“nice easy chair" if be would do so. 

On cross-examination witness identified a let- 
ter which be wrote to Klokke asking bim to re- 
stotfe Hecht to his place, but said Hecht had 
been apeoning him to death since Jan. 1. He 
never knew Hardy, nor had any conversation 
with anybody connected witb Tue TRIBUNE of- 
fice, and had been dragged into court much 
against bis desire to give bis testimony. 

JAMES DURHAM 

testified to going with Harris to the County 
Clerk's office. Hecht and Proebsting were to- 
getper at the license window. Hecht made out 
the affidavit, and Proebsting the license. Proeb- 
sting then banded it to Hecnt, and Harris asked 
if the ticense could be suppressed. Hecht said 
reporters sometimes chafged pretty heavy for 
such things. and Harris said be would not miud 
paying a couple of dollars. Hecht said it would 
be allright, handed out the paper, and took 
the mouey ($1.50) from the hands of Harris, 
telling him to step to Galloway's window, pay 
another dollar ana a baif. and get his license. 
This Harris did. The reporter Hardy was pres- 
eot inside the office at the time, and witness 
wurned Harris to keep quiet,as there was a 
TRIBUNE reporter there. 

On the following morning after the publica- 
tionj of the article complained of Hecht met 
witness, and said he was mistaken about who 
took the money—that it was Proebsting. Wit- 
ness exid be was not mistaken, ana Hecbt then 
owned, in tne presence of Mr. Vosswinkie, chief 
clerk in the office, and of others, that he did take 
the money, but had handed it to Galloway. A 
mun named Neuberger afterwards came to wit- 
ness’ house and interceded with bim to make a 
statement to Kiokke. Hecht made the same re- 
quest on several occasions, and witness finally 
wrote a letter to the County Clerk. 

In cross-examination witness said be was in 
the employ of the county as watchman of the 
Criminal Court building. He met Mr. Hardy an 
hour or two after the affair happened, and 
Hurdy asked him for inforwation about the 
suppression of a marriage-license. © Witness 
toid bim about it, and said Hecht got $1.50. 
After Klokke had discharged Hecht, witness 
wrote a letter to  hbim indorsing one 
written by Hardy. He believed Hecht had 
done wrong, but thought it was uota very bad 
case, and that bis family bad&suffered. Witness 
was positive that it was Hecht who made the re- 
mark about the reporters, and who took the 
$1.50 from Harris. 

E. F. C. KLOKKE, 
County Clerk, testified that Hecht was a clerk 
in his office, and was discharged by him after 
exawination. Durham, Harris, Hecht, and 
Proebsting were examined. Wituess discharged 
Hecht because: during his (witness’) absence 
gross irregularities had occurred in his office, 
whichin the interests of good government and 
the public welfare he could not voveriook. In 
other words, be discharged Hecbt, because upon 
investigation be found Hecht had taken money 
for an improper purpose. The publication of 
the facts in THe TRIBUNE did not have any in- 
tluence upon his mind. Hecht said he took the 
money and gave it to Proebsting. 

In cross-examinsation Mr. Klokke said it was 
not true that Tuk CHiCcaAGo TRIBUNE made his 
otlice the subject of continuous criticism before 
this business occurred. Certainly no sucb strict- 
ures were published during six mouths prior to 
Dec. 30, 1880. Witness never said to Hecht that 
be was bound to discharge bim because the 
papers had been pitching into him. Witness * 
discharged Proebsting ae well as Hecht. Proeb- 
sting told witness that Hecht took the money 
and banded it to him, and that be still bad itin 
his pocket. The statements of Harris and Dur- 
bam in court were similarto those made by 
them to witness. Hardy afterwards interceded 
with witness to reinstate Hecht. Witness bad 
not changed his mind, and still believed that 
Hecht took $1.50 to suppress a license. He based 
this belief on the evidence of Harris and Dun- 
ham and the changing of the figures. 

On redirect examination witness said be paid 

no attention torthe letters, because Harris, Dur- 
ham, and Hardy bad told him they bad given the 
letters because Hecht was eterually pothering 
them. 
LAWRENCE HARDY, 
a TRIBUNE reporter, testified that he wrote the 
article complained of. He bad no feeling what- 
ever against Hecht, and had always been on 
friendly terms with him. Hecht and Proebsting 
both denied the issuance of a license to Harris, 
but witness found by Galloway's cash-book that 
such liceuse had been issued. The files showed 
differently, and when witness complainued to 
Lundberg about the discrepancy in. the num- 
bers, Lundberg called upon Proebsting for an 
explanation,and he took the paper out of his 
pocket. Durham gave witness the first informa- 
tion about the matter. 

Mr. Hardy in cross-examination said that in 
writing a letter to Mr. Kiokke he was actuated 
purely by sympathy for Hecht. He thought the 
facts as set forth justitied the use of the word 
**blackmail’’ in the article. 

At this poiut the court adjourned uatil 10 
o'clock this merning.

A Brilliant Social but a Poor Busi-«- 
ness Affair—Mow Matters Were Mane 
aged.

St. Louis, Mo., Oct. 31.—The last of the 
thousand delegates and visitors to the Mis- 
sissippi River Lmprovement Convention held 
here last week have gone. home, and the old 
town resumes its normal quiet. Upon the 
part of the citizens the convention was a 
brilliant success. About once or twice a 
year St. Louis wakes up and makes a 
“spurtive” attempt at enterprise, and: stc- 
ceeds. This was one vf the occasions. But 
for any material aid rendered the grand ob- 
ject of this large gathering I have most 
serious doubts... It was in the sense of lo- 
calities a representative convention, but if 
other States were represen as was I[lli- 
nois it was not. Of the LIllinois dele 
gation, probably two-thirds never had 
the remotest connection with waterways 
or commerce, and at least oné-half never 
will. Lawyers, local politicians, and small 
merchants, with here and there an editor, 
made up the genéral mass, honest and re- 
spectable enough meén at home, but hagdly 
the proper material to compose a conipact 


eral Congress with sufficient force to knock 

a hole in the public Treasury, by which sone 

fifty or a hundred millivn dollars inight flow 

eas into the consuming maw of the Father of 
aters, 

Under the terms of the call it was supposed 
the convention would consider the subject of 
improving the Mississippi River and its trib 
utaries, and w thatend several gentlemen 
had prepared elaborate statistical addresses ; 
but the first day’s session demonstrated the 
fact that Col. E. Russell, editor of the Daven- 
port Gazette, and the Hon. Jobn Hogan,a 
prominent St. Louis’ merchant, proposed 
to run ‘the convention upon the one 
proposition of demanding big money from 
Congress for the enibankment or other 
improvement of the Mississippi alone. 
These gentlemen accomplished their pur- 
pose, and the friends of the great lake 
routes, the Illinois River, the Ohio, the Cum- 
berland, anu ‘Tennessee Rivers modestly 
kept back seats. Of course there were other 
gentlemen conspicuous in assisting Russell 
and liogan, notably, Mr. Dave Biakely, édi- 
tor of the Minneapolis Tribune. 

The Ohio River delegation was ledsby the 
lion. S. F. Covington, ex-President- of the 
Cincinnati Chamber of Commerce, and the 
Indiana delegation by John Gilbert, a heavy 
merchant and steamboat owner, of Evans 
ville. . Bost these gentlemen have all their 
lives been connected with the Ohio River 
merchant marine. They fought hard for 
some recognition of La Belle Riviere, but 
unsuecessfully. 

Congressman John D. White, of Ken 
tucky, was there in the interest of the Cum- 
berland River and Senator Windom ’s pro- 
osed tide-water canal across Kentucky and 

irginia. Judge Underwood, of Kentucky, 
ably seconded Mr. White, but to no effect. 
Congressman Willett, ffon Louisville, made 
a brief impression on the convention by de 
claring that Congress had expended. more 
money npon H—| Gate than had been eXe 
pended on the Mississippiin ten years, but 
ne failed to get an indorsement of the Ohie 

ver. 

Cougressmen were plenty enough, and 
each one enjoyed his share of St. Louls hot 
pitality, but the speeches of Shallenbarger, 
of Pennsylvania, and Springer and Thomas, 
of Illinois, were not of. that enthusiastie 
nature they were expected to be. owever, 
in private conversation these gentlemen, and 
others, substantially indorsed the position 
taken by Tuk Tripune that a general im 
provement of the Mississippi River is de 
inanded, whether one ton of grain ever goes 
down itor not—demanded as a check upom 
the growing power of the railroads.
